Mr. Campbell—I move the adoption of the . 
resolution. 
Mr. Moffitt—I move that the resolution be re ! 
ferred to the Committee on Chinese and Chinese 
Immigration. 
Mr. Campbell—I hope the motion will cot pre­ 
vail. A similar resolution passed the Assembly 
yesterday in a similar manner. If it is referred 
it may hang fire. It may show that the Senate 
is not in accord with the Assembly, and that 
there is one branch of the Legislature in doubt 
as to the propriety of that Act. It is only a m at­ 
ter of opinion whether we will refer it to a com­ 
mittee and have it reported back, or whether 
we shall act on it now, ptomptly. The cry has 
gone forth that labor is scarce, and that if the 
Scott Exclusion Act is rigidly enforced, It 
will work a great hardship to the people of Cal­ 
ifornia. especially those engaged in some 
branches of industry. We claim that there is 
enough white labor i n tliis coast, and that by 
the rigid enforcement of the Scott Exclusion Act 
it will encourage the coming into California of 
white labor, who come to improve the State, 
and that we will not have amsng us a class of 
people who will take from it the great bulk ot 
the money they earn and send it to another 
country, leaving the State bare of the funds that 
ought to be at home. 
This is a matter 
that has been talked of on the stump, in 
the press, and from one end of the state 
to the 
other. It 
is as 
well 
understood 
to-day 
as it 
will be 
to-morrow after it 
comes back from a committee. Every Senator 
in this body is wed posted on this matter. There 
is not a Senator on this floor who has not heard 
it spoken of during the last campaign 
THere is 
not a Senator in this bodv who would have 
dared to come before his constituents a week 
before the election and have proposed to have 
tiiis resolution hang fire for a day. 
He would 
have been only too anxious to ingratiate him ­ 
self into the good graces of the laboring classes 
by telling them he was par excellence in favor 
of such a resolution. I hope the Senate will see 
the propriety of taking immediate action upon 
it, as the Assembly did yesterday, and pass it 
immediately. 
Ill Britt—I heartily indorse the remarks of 
the Senator who has just taken his seat. 
There 
is no doin.t but what the people of this State are 
n harmony with the sense of that resolution and 
I am opposed to anything being done with it ex­ 
cept to pass it. I believe in letting our repre­ 
sentatives in Cougress know that there is no 
division of sentiment on that subject. 
I am op­ 
posed also to having that resolution referred to 
any committee, for I see nothing that can be 
gained by it. 
We can act immediately upon 
that resolution and I don't think there is a Sen­ 
ator upon this floor who can oppose it. 
Mr. Moffitt—Senator Britt well knows, and I 
want to tell Senator Campbell, that an anti- 
ChlEese resolution will never hang fire in a 
committee of a Democratic Senate. This is an 
important resolution and ought to be carefully 
drawn. I think it can he referred to the Com­ 
mittee on Chinese and Chinese Immigration, 
and reported back to-morrow. 
I think that 
something more elaborate can be prepared, 
which will more fully prerent the subject. I 
thiuk we can prepare one that will fill the bill 
better, and I hope the Senator will 
permit 
this bill to go to the committee with instruc­ 
tions to report to morrow. 
Mr. Boggs—I supprse that every Senator on 
this floor is in accord with the sentim ent of 
that resolution and the people of the State are, 
but I think it is better to refer it to a committee 
to have some of the language changed 
It 
seems to me as if some of it was in rather harsli 
tenns for a memorial to Cougi ess—such as 
“ light for exclusion.” I think if it was re­ 
ferred to a committee they will not change it 
materially, but probably put it in less hhrsii 
terms. There is no doubt b it tliul the Sena'fi­ 
at the proper time will pass the resolutions, be­ 
cause they are iu accord with the sentiments of 
all. 
Mr. Bowers—Mr. President, I did not calcu­ 
late to talk upon this question. I made plenty 
of anti-Chinese si>eeches during the campaign, 
uml am talked out on that subject, and I should 
not speak now except or the reference that the 
Senator from Alameda has made, that the reso­ 
lution would not hang tire if referred to a com­ 
mittee appointed by a 
Democratic Senate. 
Well, I do not think it would hang fire in a 
committee appointed by a Republican Senate; 
but I will recall to the mind of (he gentleman 
an incident that happened in another capital, 
when this very bill that is mentioned iu the 
resolution----- 
Mr. Caminetti [who had caught sight of a 
red handkerchief protruding from Mr. Bowers' 
coat-tail jiocket]—Take away that red flag ! 
Mr. Bowers—I captured that; it is a trophy of 
the war. 
Mr. Gouchcr—Are you going to return it? 
Mr. Bowers—No, I am going to keep it. I want 
to put the Republican party on at least as fair 
ground as lie would the Democratic party. 1 
simply wished to call to his mind the time when 
a bill did once hang fire, and it was the Scott 
exclus ou bill, in the hands ot a Democrat. 
Mr. McGowan offered the following substitute 
for the resolution: 
W h e r e a s , It has been falsely noised abroad 
that there is deep dissatislaction among the 
people of California with the practical opera­ 
tion of the Chinese Exclusion Act, kuown as the 
Scott bill, passed at the recent session of the 
F'ifCetli Congress, therefore, be it 
lie*lived. By ttie Senate and Assembly of the 
State of California, that it fully indorses the ac­ 
tion of Congress and the President in the passage 
Of the Act known as the "Scott Exclusion Act," 
and that ail citizens ot this State, w ithout re­ 
gard to party, pray to the authorities of the 
United States for iLs maintenance and rigid 
enforcement. 
Rewind, Thut we earnestly recommend to the 
Congress and to the President of the United 
States the enactment of such additional legisla 
tion as will make said Scott bill completely 
effective by preventing the entrance of the C’-.i- 
ne.se over either the Canadian or Mexican l>or- 
ders, and thut it it l>e deemed necessary some 
convention be entered into between the United 
States Government mid the Governments ot 
Canuda and Mexico, respectively, looking to the 
co-operation of these Governments in making 
sneh transit impossible. 
Resolved, That the best interests ot the peo­ 
ple ol the Pacific slope and oi the Nation are 
involved in the inhibition ot Chinese immigra­ 
tion, that the experience oi 4 i years has proved 
their presence to be an unmixed evil iu an 
American community. 
Resolved, That Senator Ireland Stanford is 
hereby requested to present these resolutions to 
the United States Senate, aud that Representa­ 
tive W. W. Morrow is hereby requested to pre­ 
sent the same to the House of Representatives; 
and be it further 
Resolved, That Lis Excellency the Governor is 
hereby requested to immediately forward by 
telegraph a copy ot this resolution to each of 
our Representatives aud Senators in Congress. 
Mr. Moffitt-1 rise to a point of order, that 
Senrtor McGowan’s resolution is not germain to 
to the motion before the house, which is that 
Senator Campbell’s resolution be referred to the 
Committee ou Chinese immigration. 
The President pro tem —The original motion 
was that the resolution be adopted. It is ger- 
nrain to the original resolution. 
Ih e original 
resolution controls the proceeding. 
Mr Moffitt—I move that the substitute, in 
conjunction with Seuator Campbell’s resolu­ 
tion, be referred to the Committee on Chinese 
and Chinese Immigration, with instructions to 
report to-morrow. 
Mr. McGowan—I sincerely trust and hope 
that the members of this body will not refer 
that resolution to that committee, to be passed 
upon after so many days, as a committee usually 
reluins a bill. Iu the first place, every member 
on this floor is, or ought to be, lam iliar wi h 
this Chinese question iu all its bearings. Every 
member of this body knows, or ought to know, 
that the bill referred to in that resolution has 
been one cf the greatest acts of Government 
extended 
to 
the 
people 
of 
this 
coast 
aud of 
this cuuntry, 
aud 
as 
a Repub­ 
lican I give credit to Ihe administration of 
the Democratic party that so ably assisted 
in bringing about thut Act, To me, as it should 
be to every Caliiomian, this question is not it 
political question. I say that at this time, as 
well as at any time in the iuture, no matter what 
addition the committee may give to it, we are 
just as competent and thoroughly qualified 
to pass 
upon 
the questions 
involved in 
the resolution. It is touched ill proper lan­ 
guage—1 believe it could uot be prejmrcd bet­ 
ter. It is offered here by the Federated Trad, s 
of San Francisco; it spcakes iu respectful 
terms; its breathes patriotism; it expresses the 
proper sentiment, and I desire, for one, that 
the Señale of California fie put upon record in 
this matter and say, in the unmistakable terms 
iu which that resolutiou deals, that we indorse, 
cordially and unqualifiedly, the provisions oi 
that beneficent law, ttie Scott exclusion bill. 
Mr . Campbell—I accept Seuator McGowan’s 
substitute for my original resolutiou—anything 
to get the m atter before the Senate and pass it 
without reference to a committee. 
The Chair—There being no objection, the res­ 
olution offered by Mr. McGowan is substituted 
for the original resolution. 
Mr. Murphy—The objection I was about to 
make when Senator Lampbell introduced Ills 
resolution was that it was a resolution of this 
body and not a concurrent resolution. The 
Senator from Humboldt introduced a substi­ 
tute. To the substitute 1 object because it is a 
memorial addressed by the Legislature iu con­ 
current resolution to certain members ot Con­ 
gress lrom this State and it is not addressed to 
all of the members of Congress from this Stale. 
I believe ou that ground alone it should be re­ 
ferred. The Senator lrom Humboldt stated that 
this is a memorial couched in courteous lan­ 
guage. 1 say as a member here aud as a mem­ 
ber of the dominant party that the substitute is 
discourteous and insulting, anti 1 move its ref­ 
erence to the Committee ou Chinese and Chi­ 
nese Immigration. 
¡Mr. Yell in the chair.] 
Mr. White — The discussion lias narrowed 
down to about this. Everybody agrees with 
Ihe Scott Exclusion Act aud everybody is en­ 
gaged in a race to get to the proper position. 
Now I am iu accord with the spiritof the resolu­ 
tion offered by Mr. McGowan. I thiuk it covers 
the case more liberally than the original resolu­ 
tion.

reaches matters which were uot 
reached by the original resolution.

The question hes been raised in regard to the 
Scott Exclusion Act and it should have the in­ 
dorsement of the people, of alt parties, of this 
State. 
There has been a personal attack made 
upon the Representatives of the Republican 
party and upon the Republican Senator at 
Washington in regard to his views aud his posi­ 
tion upon this very thing, and I think it is with 
peculiar fituess that a Democratic Senate assem­ 
bled here at Sacramento should put forth a 
resolution, emanating from the Republican side 
of the House and beariDg Ihe indorsment of the 
Republican members particularly calling atten­ 
tion to the fact that the people of this State 
are in accord with the Se n t Exclusion Act.

U nder the city governm ent 
created in 1851 bonds were issued for in ­ 
debtedness incurred bearing 10 per cent, 
interest 
U nder the subsequent consoli­ 
dated governm ent the indebtedness was 
assumed and new bonds issued w ith inter­ 
est at 6 per cent. 
Of some of these bonds 
and coupons plaintiff is owner. 
By the 
A ct of 1858 a tax levy was provided for 
interest paym ent and bond redemption, 
and the T reasurer was required to pay 
th e coupons as they fell due out of the 
sinking and interest fund. 
I t was alleged 
th a t the city failed to levy the tax for 
several years, and th at from 1881 to 188C 
refused to pay the coupons in order at 
m aturity, and failed to transfer money to 
the interest fund properly due it. 
A de­ 
ficit resulted. T hat in August, 1887, Davis 
demanded paym ent of his coupons, w ith 
interest thereon since m aturity, the addi­ 
tional 
interest claimed 
exceeding the 
principal of the coupons. 
Davis sued for 
legal interest on the coujKtns since m a­ 
turity. 
The questions to be decided were: Do 
the coupons bear legal interest after date 
of m aturity ? 
If so, can the city be sued 
therefor ? 
If Davis had a cause of action, 
has it been bared by the statute of lim i­ 
tations ? 
The Court holds, first, th a t as a gen­ 
eral proposition coupons do bear legal 
interest after m aturity, as they have the 
qualities of negotiable commercial paper. 
B ut the decision does clearly show that as 
to these coup-on», they do not hear interest 
after m aturity, for no means is provided 
for recovery of interest, or for raising 
money for such interest, and because the 
city cannot be sued. 
T he charter of 1858 provided th at the 
city should not be sued, nor its property or 
revenue be subject to process. The charter 
of 1863 gives the right to sue the city 
upon bonds issued or arising out of con­ 
tracts after the date of the charter. 
The 
prior decisions in Sacramento bond litiga­ 
tion establish that the Treasurer may he 
compelled to pay the sums due on m atured 
coupons c u t of the sinking and interest 
fund, hut the right to such payment ac­ 
crues OBly when there is money in the 
fund, and until there is, the statute of lim ­ 
itations does not begin to ru n t th a t the 
provision o f 1863 for devotion of 56 per 
cent, of the water rates to the sinking and 
interest fund, related to the gross not the 
net w ater receipts; that the law does not 
require the Treasurer to pay more than 
the face of -overdue coupons; th at the city 
bondholders cannot m aintain suits against 
the city upon either bonds or coupons, 
their remedy being mandamus to compel 
the city officers to perform their duties. 
But, says Ju d g e H unt, Mr. Davis tries 
to escape these adjudications by the claim 
th a t his action is iqion a liability arising 
after the passage of the Act of 1863, and 
hence the action may lie m aintained, as it 
is an actioQ for interest and damages due 
to the city’s failure to provide for payment 
of the bonds at m aturity. 
It is true th at 
the city did fail to levy the tax required 
hv the Act of .1858, and in some instances 
it failed to transfer to the interest fund 
money applicable to it, and not until 1887 
was there enough in the fund to pay tlie 
coupons m aturing in 1876, and the city 
is now ten years behind in its interest pay­ 
m ent U|>on its Lends. 
B et the bondholder 
is not entitled ,-to paym ent of bond or 
coupons until th ere are funds in the 
treasury for that purpose. 
In August, 
1887, it offered to pay the Davis coupons, 
and as the charter forbids suits upon 
lionds or cotqioas, B asis is nat entitled to 
m aintain his action. 
But the Court holds, further, that even 
it i t is assumed th at the coupons were 
payable on face m aturity, January, 1876 
and J877, the claim C>r interest upon the

Davis cannot sue upon his eon poos, he 
certainly cann«|t recover as “ damages ” 
interest upon the .coupons from the date of 
th eir m aturity. 
M hen no action trill lie 
to enforce an obligation, certainly none 
can be m aintained to recover damages idr 
its breach. 
B ut the bond or coupcai-holder is not in 
th e light of adjudicated cases regarding 
Sacram ento’s indebtedness left remediless. 
H e may compel city officers to perform the 
duties enjoined upon them by the laws re­ 
lating to the subject m a tte r; th at is, to 
levy the proper tax to pay the interest 


IL c decision of Judge H unt in the 
Sacram ento bond case of Bates vs. the 
city 
is 
im portant 
to 
local interests, 
cn<l should 
he 
clearly understood. 
It 
was an application to compel the City 
Trustees to fund certain bonds of the city 
held by M r. Bates. 
T he decision, in brief, 
is : T he A ct of 1851 creating the city and 
giving it power to go into debt authorized 
it to sue and to be sued. 
T he Act of 1853 
gave authority to issue bonds to raise 
money to pay debts of the city. 
In 1854 
a sim ilar A ct gave the city power to issue 
bonds to pay expenses of the fire depart­ 
ment. 
N either A ct provided means lor 
liquidating the bonds. 
Bates owns three 
bonds issued under these Acts, whi.-h m a­ 
tured July 1, 1874. 
T heir coupons were 
payable sem i-annually. 
L nder the charter of 1858, consolidating 
city and county, provision was made for 
funding all claims against th e city existing 
Jan u ary 1, 1859. 
In 1SG3 the city was 
recliartered, and suits against it under any 
prior obligation forbidden. 
A fundingA ct 
was passed in A pril, 1864, for issue of new 
bonds at 6 per cent., and provided that 
creditors should present th eir claims, and 
for such as the City Trustees held to be 
just and legal, bonds should issue. 
Octo­ 
ber, 1887, Bates presented his bonds, and 
for principal and interest demanded the 
issue of new bonds under the Act of 1864­ 
11 bile the Trustees werejgiven power to 
issue bonds for w hat they deerfied just and 
legal claims, that_ was a legal discretion, 
not an arbitrary one. 
As th e genuineness 
of Mr. Bates’ bonds were not questioned, it 
was the duty of the Trustees to grant 
his petition if the claim was not barred 
by laches, and they can be compelled to 
perform th at official duty. 
The author­ 
ity under which petitioner’s bonds were 
issued did not prohibit suit against the 
corporation by the creditor—it expressly 
authorizedjjit, and to the property fran­ 
chises and revenues of the original corpo­ 
ration the “ present one has succeeded. 
Creditors holding bonds under the Acts of 
1853 and 1854. though the Acts of 1858 
and 1863 prohibited suit against the city, 
are not bound by such prohibition ; to hold 
them to it, would amount to repudiation 
by im pairing the obligation of a contract, 
and would therefore he unconstitutional. 
Because the city in one instance claimed 
th at the A ct of 1858 barred suit on de­ 
mands accruing prior to its passage, does 
not estop the defendant from m aintaining 
the present contention. 
It does not ap­ 
pear, says the Court, th a t the neglect to 
institute the present proceedings was due 
to such plea by the city. 
B ut the statute 
of lim itations is properly [.leaded against 
the petitioner, anil his claim is barred, be­ 
cause the suit is founded on an alleged 
obligation of the City Trustees, defend­ 
ants, to perform an official duty, to w it: 
the refunding of petitioners’ indebtedness. 
But Judge H unt adds that, even if this were 
not so, th e application of Mr. Bates must 
he denied for laches, for he m ight long 
ago have applied for the relief he seeks. 
Though the Funding Act of 1864 fixed no 
lim itation w ithin which he should avail 
him self of its benefits, yet the law requires 
performance of an act it authorizes, w ithin 
a reasonable time. 
T he presumption of 
the law is in favor of official performance 
of duty, and lienee it m ust be assumed 
that the petitioner could have successfully 
applied over tw enty-three years ago. 
But 
he waited nearly ^thirteen years after the 
m aturity of the bonds before acting, and 
nearly twenty-four years after the passage 
of the Funding Act, before m aking his 
election to take new bonds—this is laches, 
and hence his claim must fail. 
T hat as 
late as 1880 the city lundcd other bonds, 
constitutes no estoppel upon the city from 
availing of its defenses now. 


S e n a t e B il l N o. 10, by Mr. B ritt, con­ 
tem plates making the office of Superin­ 
tendent of State Printing elective. 
It 
provides th at the Superintendent shall lie 
a com petent practical printer, recognized 
as such by his craft. 
The R ecord-U n io n , 
on the 1st inst., at lengtli advanced reasons 
why such a measure should lie adopted, 
and it adheres to th at opinian. The nearer 
governm ent is brought to the people the 
better, and the fewer ap[xjinted officers we 
have the less danger there is of the polit­ 
ical misuse of official .station. 
There are, 
however, a class of public servants who 
must lie named by ap|>ointment, but the 
Superintendent of Printing is not one of 
these. 
T he present incum bent of the office 
is not aimed at, and cannot be affected by 
th e passage ot the bill, -his adm inistration 
neflecting honor upon :ihe office and is a 
credit to th e .State. 
It is principle for 
which the bill contend., and this we be­ 
lieve to be sound. 
Let -tbe people elect 
the S tate P rin ter, and each party, by put­ 
ting forw ard the best m aterial, ns it will 
certainly lie driven to do, will insure the 
filling e f the office by independent men, 
who will so govern the coaditiins of the 
departm ent as ta conserve State .economy. 
Every stim ulant of pride and lovc.af com­ 
mendation will tend to th at eiul.

I th in k 1 stated th at we were to lecture at 
Stillw ater, a town about twenty-five miles 
east of St. Paul, and th at I would w rite 
you the result ot the meeting. 
I did not 
w rite ; there was nothing to report. 
W e 
had an audience, but not such as we ex­ 
pected, and we were disappointed. 
I t was not a theory hut the conditions 
th a t confronted us. 
T he people do not 
wish to m igrate except to the Northwest. 
I t was stated th a t the town had 20,000 
inhabitant», but 1 doubt it. 
I t may have 
during the lum bering periods, but noi at 
th e present. 
T he business part consists of 
one street, behind it rises the bluffs fifty 
feet high. 
A t certain points a few streets 
run up to the residence portion, at others 
access is had by means of wooden steps. 
It may be amusing to describe the way 
we get up our exhibitions—taking S till­ 
water as a type of work at other places. 
W e find the owner of the hall and have 
the place opened and heated. 
I, at once, 
proceed to put up the curtain, and here 
comes the trouble. 
It has to be adapted 
to each stage. 
Sometimes 1 have a rickety 
step-ladder; at other times I mount on 
tables, placed one upon the other, to the 
danger of my neck. 
M eanwhile, W hite is 
m aking gas. 
Then we go down in the 
streets and pack up, to the second and 
sometimes third-story, 
stones weighing 
forty to fifty pounds, for pressure 011 the 
bag. 
At Stillw ater we had an anvil weighing 
ninety-two pounds. 
1 had to get up the 
next morning at 7:30 and pack it down 
and return it to tne owner. 
By the tim e 
the preparations were over 1 was not in 
first prim e condition for a lecture. Indeed, 
this trip is th e hardest work I ever had. 
T he disappointm ent I experienced is worse 
than the work. 
Oa last Saturday we came to Mason 
City, in Iowa. 
W e secured the Opera 
House for Monday night, and by the gen­ 
erosity of Mr. Barker, the owner, at one- 
half the usual price. 
On Friday night I 
went to Charles City to secure a hall and 
bill the town. 
H ere also, Mr. M ahara, 
the owner of the hall, generously reduced 
the cost to one-third the usual rental. 
A t Mason City Mr. W hite visited all 
farmers’ sleighs and left a poster in each. 
W hen 1 went to the hall 1 was fairly 
astounded. 
The lecture was announced at 
8, hut by 7:30 every seat was taken and the 
corridors were filled by persons standing. 
The hall has a seating capacity of 750 and 
there was fully 800 people in attendance. 
I was very much encouraged. 
It was an 
oasis in a desert of indifference. 
We were 
interviewed by a great many people in ­ 
quiring about our section. 
A t Charles 
City at least 400 people listened to us w ith 
great attention. 
You could have heard a 
pin drop, so close was the polite attention 
of the jieople. 
I remained here to-day to talk to people 
who had expressed a desire to see me. 
W hite has gone 011 to McGregor and 
Dubuque to secure halls and advertise. 
I do not think there will l>e much of a 
movement before the spring, but th at there 
will be a movement by th at time I am 
doubly sure. 
Iowa agriculture is at a 
standstill. 
W heat-growing is, and has 
been for a longtim e a failure, and the peo­ 
ple are turning their attention to stock- 
raising and corn culture, but w ith not 
much better results. 
Butter, chickens, 
stock, corn, in prices, are at the lowest ebb, 
and farmers are discouraged. 
As a very intelligent farmer said, “ W e 
start at one point at the beginning of the 
year, and at the end we are at the same 
point, if indeed, we are not behind.” 
lie said that he and four more farmers 
will be in Sacramento in the spring, and 
th at if the facts of our section were known 
there would he a gratifying im m igration at 
th at time. 
I regret now th at we did not begin 
earlier in Iowa. 
I am much impressed 
with the Iowa [>eople. 
I have not met so 
polite and agreeable people since I started. 
T he farmers are intelligent and active, 
and the storekeepers arc especially affable. 
The m anner of people in Chicago is, to 
you, as if you were a crimina!. 
I sumióse 
it is so in every large city. 
People don’t 
have tim e to practice tiie sweet am enities 
of life. 
W e have to answer all sorts of objec­ 
tions to California— that there are too 
many fleas; the Chinam an pulls down 
wages of farm la b o r; th at it rains all 
through the rainy season; th a t land is 
poor and only climate is sold ; that we had 
a flood in 1862; th at it is too hot in sum­ 
m er; th at fruit will lie over produced, etc. 
Of course I am armed agaiust all these ob­ 
jects, hut I confess th at 1 trem 'Je some­ 
times when I tell of the wonderful fer­ 
tility of our soil and the profits of fruit- 
culture. 
It does seem fairly incredible to 
these good people. 
1 find th at there is an impression th at 
some [teople have lieen bitten by purchases 
in another part of the State ; yet it is ad­ 
m itted that these purchases were made 
upon a speculative basis, and the failure to 
realize is not the result of fruit culture. 
There is a deal of educating to he done to 
thoroughly instruct people as to the merits 
of Central California. 
First, to make 
known that such a portion of California 
really exists, and next as to climate, fertil­ 
ity of soil and resources for agriculture 
ami manufactures. 
1 have laid particular 
stress on the value of the water-jiower 
which flows by the city. 
W hen you perceive w hat has been done 
by the Falls of St. Anthony towards the 
building up of Minneapolis, it will amaze 
you when you appreciate the value of the 
water-power available to the citizens of 
Sacramento city. 
O ur city should by right he the m anu­ 
facturing city of the State, and instead of 
30,000 there should be 100,000 people 
within a decade. 
I will venture to say, if 
there was such a water-power 011 the Miss­ 
issippi, below St. Paul, from w hat I now 
know of the energy of the people of M inn­ 
esota, th at in ten years there would lie at 
such [>oint a city of 50,000. 
We will- soon lie called home, hut I 
hope the work will not cease. 
There is a 
wide field for effort in Iowa. 
The [>eople 
are ripe for movement in the spring. 
There should he ample literature pro­ 
vided. 
It could bedistributed from Sacra­ 
mento to the address of every person in 
Iowa, whose name could he obtained, in 
the usual manner. 
T he tactics of the 
railroad people should he adopted. 
Insert 
an advertisem ent in each country news­ 
paper, and have a short statem ent relat­ 
ing to our section put in the racks n»ert for 
time-tables in each hotel. 
The press is 
the engine to use. 
It is worth all other 
efforts-combined. 
An advertisem ent con- 
tiniHMHily speaks. 
T he successful m er­ 
chant advertises, and the more he adver­ 
tises the more he sells, and why should wc 
not advertise our section of the State? 
The N orthern Bacific Railroad has turn­ 
ed, by sim ply advertising, the attention of 
all M innesota and Wisconsin towards Ore­ 
gon and W ashington Territory. 
Don’t ex­ 
pect gratuitous notices from the press. 
The California fruit car arrived at 
Minneapolis two days after we left, and 
was side-track-ici near the de|>oi. A t Mason 
City, we read in the Pioneec Pnss, a paper 
published a t S c Paul, for th at city and 
Minneapolis, four notices of the car, ap­ 
parently ed ito rial 
One stated that 2,500 
persons had visited th e ear, and that the 
agent of the railroad company had gives 
up the depat building to an exhibition by 
the stereoptioon.

Copper P rices suit F.lcctrtcsl Progress. 
One of the principal claims in behalf of 
present high prices of copper put forward 
by those who have engineered the rise of 
the past year is th a t the consumption of 
the metal has become very much heavier 
by the introduction of electricity for a 
large variety of purposes. 
T hat ’the de­ 
mand for copper wire for telegraph and 
telephone 
lines, 
for dynamos, 
motors, 
lightning and the transmission of power 
has very greatly increased, cannot be 
doubted. 
Even the most careless observer 
of progress during the past few vears must 
have been struck w ith th at fact. 
But 
when the point is reached of securing some 
num erical expression of this new source of 
consumption— when the effort is made to 
ascertain, even roughly, how many pounds 
of the m etal go annually into these new 
channels, then everything fails us. 
Fig­ 
ures could be reached onlv by an elaborate 
investigation, freely and ‘ generally aided 
by those who draw copper wire. 
The 
quantity used in this country mav fce 2 0 ­ 
000,000 pounds, and m ay possibly be con­ 
siderably more, though it is not likely to 
lie less. 
We have been unable to secure 
data from electrical 
companies which 
m ight throw some light on the rate at 
which this new business is developing so 
for as the quantity of m etal used is con­ 
cerned. 
Some idea of the development in this 
country in a single year may be obtained 
from th e figures subm itted’in Bresident 
Duncan’s address before 
the 
N ational 
Electric E ight Association. 
In February 
last there were 4,000 isolated electric 
lighting plants and central stations in the 
I m ted States, which operated 175.000 arc 
lights and 1,750,080 incandescence lights. 
Since then there have been added 1,361 
new isolated plants and stations, operating 
o5,201 arc lights and 392,944 incandes­ 
cence lights. 
A complete record is kept 
of these, and shows that now there are 
3,*151 plants and stations, operating everv 
night 192,500 arc and 1,925,000 incandes­ 
cence lights. 
There are also459,495 horse­ 
power of steam engines devoted to electric 
lighting. 
T he capital invested in the 
electric lighting companies during the past 
half year has been increased to the extent 
of $42,210,100. 
In February there were in 
this country 34 electric railways, w ith 138 
miles of track, operating 223 m otor cars, 
and utilizing 4,180 horse-power for sta­ 
tionary engines. 
Forty-nine new roads 
are now being built, having a total of 189 
miles of track, and to use 244 motor cars. 
There are also several motor factories, 
some of them em ploying as many as 1.20(J 
men. 
Progressing with such leaps and bounds, 
it is not surprising th at those w ho have 
undertaken to control the most im portant 
raw m aterial entering in the construction 
of apparatus and lines should be sanguine 
concerning the aid which the new uses of 
electricity are liable to give them . 
Indi­ 
rectly, the call for copper from a new 
source, w ith its promise of rapid increase, 
is a subject of great interest to consumers 
of rolled and cast brass and copper in all 
its forms. 
In view of their requirem ents 
alone, the enormous production has al­ 
ready been stim ulated by prices undoubt­ 
edly above any possible legitim ate values. 
The question naturally arises, will the de­ 
mand for electrical purposes increase so 
rapidly and so largely th at it will enable 
the speculators to exact tribute, not alone 
from everyone who builds, operates or 
uses a telephone, the electric light or 
plant for electrical transmission of power 
or conveyance of goods or passengers, but 
also from every consumer of copper or 
brass? 
H as the high price of the metai 
already had the tendency to obstruct or to 
check the progress of electricity '¡— Iron 
Age.

ABOUT CANADA. 


SOME 
F A d S 
CONCERNING 
ITS 


POPULATION AND AREA. 


Not L a rg e r Than the United States 
—R epresentation It 
W ould be 
En titled to in Congress. 


Since the political union of Canada is to 
be discussed as a possibility, well-informed 
persons affirming th a t it is no longer clear 
th a t th e m ajority of C anadian voters may 
not favor the change, it is tim ely for the 
people of this country to gather informa­ 
tion regarding the area, the population 
and the different elem ents of the provinces 
composing the Dominion. T he enthusiastic 
C anadian is in the habit of saying that 
th e territory is greater than that of the 
U nited States, but in no sense is this true. 
Some standard works put tire area of 
Canada at 3,200.000 square miles, and 
others at 3,500,000, it is true, but the cen­ 
sus report makes the area of the U nited 
States a little over 3,500,000 square miles. 
T he one statem ent includes A laska, but 
the other includes two or three times as 
m uch territory less inhabited now, and so 
far as is known less fit^for hum an habita­ 
tion. 
An enormous portion of the Ca­ 
nadian area is covered w ith water, and the 
extent of the land surface, though not 
even approxim ately known, m ust be very 
m uch less than th at of the U nited States. 
llie entire area 
of 
the 
piovinces, 
Quebec, Ontario, Manitoba, New Bruns­ 
wick, Nova Scotia and Prince Edward 
Island, is but 420,644 square miles, accord­ 
ing to official statem ents, but the area of 
O ntario is, according to some publications, 
about 90,000 square miles larger than the 
figures here included, while the portion of 
B ritish N orth America, in any sense, oc­ 
cupied as vet, is nowhere officially stated. 
Even w ithin the older provinces, by far 
th e greater part is wilderness, and hardly 
one-seventh appears to be occupied at all. 
For in O ntario the returns of 1881 showed 
that 19,250,900 acres were occupied, out 
of 101,733 square miles ; in Quebec only 
6,539,160 were occupied out of 188,694 
square m iies; and in all the proviuces the 
area occupied at th at tim e was not over 
30.000.000 acres out of 269,212,160, sup­ 
posed to be embraced w ithin the provinces 
named. 
B ut since 1881 there has been 
some increase: 
in Ontario, 21,758,795 
acres were occupied in 1886, of which 
only 10,938,471 were improved. 
If the 
increase has been relatively about as great 
in the years 1887 and 1888, and for the 
past eight years in the other provinces, 
still the occupied area in all of them 
would 
not 
exceed 
35,000,000 
acres. 
E ight years 
ago 
there were in the 
State 
of 
Illinois 
alone 
more 
land 
occupied 
than 
in 
all 
the 
Dominion 
of 
Canada, 
and 
proba­ 
bly there is now. 
In 
D akota alone, 
not yet a State, the public land sales w ithin 
the past eight years have exceeded 30,000,­ 
000 acres, and w ith the sales of corpora­ 
tions, probably exceed the entire present 
occupied acreage in the Dominion of Ca­ 
nana. 
Of the resources of the Canadian prov­ 
inces, in timber, in fertile land, in fisheries, 
m ining and salt, it is not necessary here to 
speak; they are enormous, and so little has 
been done to define or develop them that 
they may greatly exceed any estim ate. But 
resources w ithout men, resources which 
hum an energy and enterprise have failed 
so far to develop, may not be found of 
much practical value for 
the 
future. 
Therefore it is to Americans a fact which 
needs explanation that the Canadian prov­ 
inces have developed so slowly. 
For 
Canada is older than the rich and power­ 
ful States composing the Union. 
Quebec 
was founded by Champlain five years be­ 
fore the first huts were built on M anhattan 
Island. 
O ntario was settled four vears be­ 
fore the Ohio company started down the 
. ( 
-u tiat-boats to make its first settle­ 
m ent in M arietta. 
But in and west of 
O ntario to the Pacific Ocean the inhab­ 
itants of Canada are now not more than 
3.000.000; in and west of Ohio the inhab­ 
itants are more than 30,000,000. 
The 
entire province of Quebec has only about 
the population of the city of New York 
alone. 
In the absence of explanation, 
men are liable to suppose that the slowness 
of grow th must be due to insuperable ob­ 
stacles of nature, or else to institutions yet 
more rigorous. 
But Canada is essentially a free country, 
and its institutions and governments have 
done much to invite and encourage im m i­ 
gration and to develop diversified indus­ 
try. In spite of all these efforts there were 
65,000 people from this country living in 
Canada in 1881, while there are now about 
1.000.000 Canadians living in the United 
States. 
A fifth of the entire present popu­ 
lation of < lanada has sought better oppor­ 
tunities in this cou n try ; about a thou­ 
sandth part of the population of the U nited 
States has removed to Canada—and some 
of these have migrated only because extia- 
dition treaties arc defective. 
The contrast 
is startling. 
And yet a paper read by Mr. 
Blue, Secretary of the Ontario Board of 
Industry, about a year ago, showed that 
this province would actually have lost 
¡•opulation during the previous seven years 
but for im migration. 
W ith 208,000 im m i­ 
grants, and the natural increase of 231,000, 
or 442,000 in all, the province only gained 
145.000. 
“ The lam entable truth is that 
we are growing men for the U nited States,-’ 
Mr. Blue remarks. 
O ntario is nevertheless the most pro­ 
gressive of the older provinces, and much 
the most populous and productive. 
More 
than two-third* of the occupied acreage in 
the entire dominion are w ithin the limits. 
Quebec, the next province in population 
and area cultivated, gained in the ten 
years 1971-1881 only 167,500 in popula­ 
tion, about twelve per cent, in ten years. 
T he provinces of N'ew Brunswick and 
Nova Scotia gained in the same ten years 
only thirteen |>cr cent. 
The population of 
the entire dominion in 1881 was 4,224,810, 
and it is sup¡>osed to have since increased 
to 5,000,000 or more. 
But the growth of 
the United States in ten years ending with 
1880 was over 11,000,000, or thirty per 
cent., and its increase in population since 
18S0 has been nearly three times the pres­ 
ent population of the Dominion. 
The elements composing the population 
of the Dominion were officially stated for 
1871 as follows: 
Of French Canadians, 
1,082.940; 
of Irish, 
850,000; 
of 
Eng­ 
lish, 
70.000; 
of 
Scotch. 
550,000; 
of 
G ermans 
and 
Dutch, 230,000. and of 
Americans, 65,000. 
W hile the Catholic 
C hurch has the largest number of adher­ 
ents, they are less than half the popula­ 
tion. 
In 
1SS1 those classed as Homan 
C-atholics 
numbered 
1,788,250, 
against 
2,536,560 of all other denominations. 
But 
nearly tw o-thirds of the Catholic popula­ 
tion, 1,170,718, was enumerated in the sin­ 
gle province of Quebec. 
In 
Ontario, 
where there were nominally 320,839, it is 
stated that above two-thirds of the chil­ 
dren of Catholic families attend the public 
schools. 
Should political union take place, and 
the several provinces of Canada be ad­ 
m itted as States, they would be entitled 
to fourteen Senators. 
Assuming that the 
ratio for a Representative after the next 
apjKjrtionment in this country will be 
about 200,000, O ntario would probably be 
entitled to ten or eleven, Quebec to seven, 
Nova Scotia and New Brunswick to two 
each, Prince Edward Island, M anitoba and 
B ritish Columbia to one each. 
T his new 
territory would speedily be so far settled 
by people from this country, in the rapid 
developm ent of resources which would fol­ 
low, that the population of Ontario and all 
the western provinces, at least, would be 
readilv assimilated with thatof the W estern 
States'. 
Probably the m aritine provinces 
would also be largely occupied from New 
England and other Eastern States. 
But 
how far Quebec could retain its present 
peculiarities and the privileges now en­ 
joyed by the C atholic Church would de­ 
pend upon the terms of union.— A. 1 .T ri­ 
bune. 


wood is used for this purpose—th a t is, the 
wood of the previous season’s growth. 
I t 
should be cut in November or December, 
before any extrem e weather occurs, and 
during m ild w eather when there is no 
frost in the wood. 
_ Keep fresh by putting it away in sand 
in th e cellar, and work up into cuttings 
during stormy weather in the w inter. 
T hey are made by simply cutting the 
wood w ith a sharp knife, into sections of 
about eight inches in length; then pack 
away in sand or earth, in shallow boxes, 
so th a t the upper ends will be exposed to 
the air. 
Keep in this way until spring, 
when the callus forms on the lower end, 
and they will start more quickly into 
growth than if cut in spring, just before 
setting them in the ground. 
In planting them out, it is im portant 
th a t the lower ends should have the earth 
packed tight against them, and to do this 
successfully it is necessary, if planting 
them in the nursery, to open a trench by 
stake and line, or if in the forest to throw 
out a spadeful of earth at each place where 
th e cuttings are to be inserted. 
They 
should be set deep enough so as to cover 
up the term inal bud. 


T h a t U nk n ow n V in e D ise a se. 
_ About three years ago a peculiar vine 
disease made its appearance in Southern 
California, principally in the San G abriel 
and Santa Ana valleys, in Los Angeles 
county, which has seriously affected the 
wine output in th at section, as well as the 
raisin production at Orange, Tutsin, Santa 
A na and M cPherson districts. 
It lias so 
far baffled the combined skill of local and 
im ported experts, who have closely studied 
this disease, endeavoring to ascertain the 
causes and prescribe a remedy if possible; 
but so far w ithout result. 
No name has 
yet been given to this terrible scourge. 
Thousands of acres of vines have been 
killed, and thousands more are dying. 
Few if any varieties of vines are exempt 
from its fatal attack. 
The expert at pres­ 
ent investigating the m atter in the San 
Gabriel valley on behalf of the Y iti- 
cultural Commission of the State, has 
made some lengthy reports, but as yet few 
if any conclusions have been arrived at 
that throw any new light upon the subject 
or reveal any new features. 
The disease 
we understand, has made its appearance 
lately in Sonoma county, and, if reports 
are true, Fresno is not exempt. 
The 
only district in Southern California not 
affected, we understand, is Riverside. 
It 
seems to be a noticeable fact th a t this dis­ 
ease is particularly partial to vinevards 
and vines grown in irrigated districts. 
Can it be possible th at the w ater used for 
irrigation purposes and the soil ingredi­ 
ents furnished as plant food by this exces­ 
sive leeching process, have something to 
do w ith this disease ? 
W ould it not be 
well to call the attention of experts to the 
water used in the various districts where 
the disease thrives and is working such 
destruction? 
It appears to be a stoppage 
of the sap flow which produces this very 
peculiar disease, resembling w hat m ight 
be term ed a wet rot. 
One tiling is certain 
that the districts infested are doomed, and 
grape growing for wine and raisin making 
purpose* will soon be w ith them a thing of 
the past. 
Every effort should be made to 
discover, if possible, the causes, and if pos­ 
sible, furnish a remedy so as to prevent its 
further spread, as California at this time 
can ill afford to sutler from the ravages of 
a vine disease of such fatal character as the 
one at present at work in the vineyards of 
Los Angeles county. — California Fruit- 
Grouer. 


F ru it .Juices. 
F ru it juices, with just enough sugar in 
them to relieve their sharp tartness, seem 
much nicer than jelly, with its 50 percent, 
of sugar. 
One of our little girls, who has 
frequent bilious attacks, when her stomach 
will be: r only certain kinds of food, thinks 
so. 
I beat the berries—raspberries or cur­ 
rants—press and strain as I would in m ak­ 
ing jelly. 
B ring the juice to a boil, after 
adding one cup of sugar to three pints of 
juice. 
Can the same as berries. 
Freed of 
seeds, fruit juices are invaluable in correct­ 
ing deranged bowels. 
They relieve consti­ 
pation and check diarrhea.* This seems a 
contradiction, but personal 
observation 
justifies the statem ent. A pint of red, ripe 
currant or raspberry juice, tart, thick as 
cream, w ith flavor and sunshine, and fresh 
as when swelling the ripe berrry on the 
stem, is just the gift to send an invalid or 
convalescing friend who is heartily tired 
of her molds of insipid, sweetish jellies.— 
Good Housekeeping. 


A n cien t O ran ges T rees. 
There is still flourishing in the porch of 
the convent of Santa Sabina, in Rome, an 
orange tree th at is said to have been 
planted, A. D. 1200. 
A nother, in the 
monastery of Tondi, is supposed to have 
been planted by St. Thomas Aquinas, in 
1278. 
In the M oorish Alcazar of Seville, 
Spain, exists one that was planted during 
the reign of I’edro I., between 1150 and 
1266. 
O thers known to be 340 years old, 
have a bight of fifty feet, witli trunks five 
feet in circumference. 
Age is not, how­ 
ever, indicated by size, as in Andalusia, 
there are many younger, that are consider­ 
ably larger than these. 
In A la c a lad e 
G uadeira are two, the trunks of which at 
four feet above the ground, are respectively 
seven and eight feet in circumference. 
The yield of some orange trees in M alta 
and N aples is simply astounding, reach­ 
ing as high as 30,000 oranges to the tree, 
and on the estate known as the Ilucrta 
Grande, in M airena del Alcor, there are 
two th at are said to have borne 38,000 
oranges each in a season.— Exchange.

OPERATIONS 
OF THE 
LANDTAG 


AND REICHSTAG DESCRIBED. 


F rau d in Balloting Impossible Under 
T h e ir System —Influence o f 
Priests on the Election.

The Nebraika Horticulturist says: A few 
varieties of forest trees, notably the pop­ 
lars and willows, are very easily grown 
from cuttings of the wood, and are com­ 
monly propagated in this way.

A Skunk K ariu. 
Mr. Clark, residing in the town of Lei­ 
cester, W est New York, has a new and 
novel enterprise in the shape of a skunk 
farm. 
About one acre is inclosed with a 
tight board fence, and in this inclosure at 
the present time are over 300 skunks, 
which, when the sun is out, look like an 
army of young kittens, their glossy, black 
coats shining like the purest fur.

C'lark has dug trenches in which the ani­ 
mals have carried nearly a ton of hay and 
made nests, raised young which average 
from nine to eleven a litter. 
Mr. Clark 
raises the skunks for their fur and oil, and 
there is money in the transaction, as there 
is only the expense of land and fence to 
come out, the anim als feeding on old dead 
sheep, horses, cows, apples, ¡Hítalo parings 
and refuse from slaughter-houses. 


T »r-W ater. 
It is claimed th at tar-w ater is a cheap 
and effective remedy for insect pests. 
It 
is prepared by placing a quart or two of 
coal tar in a tub or barrel, and then filling 
up with water. 
In about forty-eight hours 
the water will smell strong of tar, when it 
may be dipped off and applied to plants 
with a syringe or common watering pot. 
It will not kill the larva' of the potato 
beetle as has been claimed, neither will it 
prevent the females from laying th eir eggs 
on the leaves. 
It has no appreciable effect 
‘ on squash bugs, nor the larvae of the im ­ 
' ported elm tree leaf-lieetle, but is death to 
the cabbage butter fly (IHcris rapae). 


America has ju st been the center of a 
great election, occupying the energies of 
all loyal American citizens and attracting 
the attention of all Europe. 
But America 
has not been alone in giving expression to 
the right of suffrage. 
This has also been 
the election season in several of the great 
European powers, and of special interest is 
the present election to th e Landtag in Ger­ 
many. 
T he change of Em peror implying 
a new political departure, the lengthening 
of the legislative period of the deputies 
from three years to five, the school ques­ 
tion and other weighty m atters render the 
election of vital importance in Germany. 
In all this political rivalry one becomes 
interested in noting some of the character­ 
izing features of a G erm an election. 
“The Landtag is a kind of House of 
Representatives,” 
the 
deputies 
being 
chosen by the different States of the K ing­ 
dom, and thus differing from the Reichstag, 
which is the representative bodv of the 
empire. 
The deputies to the Reichstag 
are chosen, as the representative namely, 
by universal suffrage, by direct and secret 
w ritten ballot. 
For the Landtag, how­ 
ever, it is quite different, there being two 
degrees of electors or voters. 
The electors 
of the first degree, “U rw ahler,” are all cit­ 
izens 24 years of age. 
These electors 
choose those of the second degree, “W ahl- 
m anner,” who in turn elect the deputies. 
However, the electors of the first degree 
do not all have equal rights, but are di­ 
vided into three classes, according to the 
am ount of tax th a t each person pays. 
These classes are formed in such a way 
th at the sum of the taxes paid by the elec­ 
tors of one class may equal the sum of the 
taxes paid by each of the other classes. 
Now, as each of these three classes elects 
one-third of the “W halm anner,” the result 
is th at the class restricted to the great 
capitalists has, by its vote, the same influ­ 
ence as the more numerous well-to-do men, 
and also the same influence .is the other 
class, composed of the immense majority of 
common laborers, peasants, etc., so th at 
the rich, forming the first two classes 
named, may elect tw o-thirds of the “W hal- 
nianner” who appoint the deputies. 
The 
number of electors of the second degree is 
based on the population, one for every 250 
inhabitants. 
But this proportion is not 
strictly observed, for in the great indus­ 
trial and commercial centers — Berlin, 
H amburg, Chemnitz and others, the popu­ 
lation has doubled and even tripled dur­ 
ing the last twenty years, while the number 
of deputies rem ains the same. 
Berlin, for 
example, which should have twenty-one 
deputies, has actually only nine. 
The 
same holds true also for the Reichstag. 
There should be one deputy for every 
100,000 inhabitants, and at Berlin one 
deputy often represents 250,000 inhab­ 
itants. 
Fraud in balloting is impossible under 
the present system, although this protec­ 
tion is reached by a certain sacrifice of the 
independence of the voter. 
The method 
in the elections of the first degree is as 
follows : The ward is divided into a num ­ 
ber of sections and each section has its own 
hall or votlng-room, open during two or 
three hours only. 
Each voter is notified, 
officially, by a “ W alilcarte ” indicating 
the class of the voter, the day, hour and 
place of election. 
I t is necessary to be 
¡•resent precisely at the appointed hour or 
run the risk of being disqualified. 
W hen 
the voters of one class are assembled, the 
officer who presides declares the electoral 
meeting opened, and reads certain articles 
of the Constitution in reference to elections. 
H e then calls the roll of the voters in 
alphabetical order and as his name is 
called each voter comes forward to the 
desk, repeats his name, tells his occupa­ 
tion and residence, and names the person 
for whom he votes, and this name is im ­ 
mediately w ritten by the Secretary opposite 
his own name on the voting list. 
11 is easy to conceive the inconveniences 
which arise from such a system. 
In the 
first place, it is evident th at those who 
are not independent in worldly goods can­ 
not always vote as they would like. 
In 
the majority of cases the servant must vote 
as his master, and the workman as his su­ 
perintendent. 
Otherwise one must refrain 
from voting, and at Berlin the latter is 
especially the case. 
In provinces the 
“ landrath” or Prefect, and the priest exert 
a great influence on the election, the in­ 
fluence that is at times very embarrassing 
to the voter who hardly knows w hether it 
is more dangerous to displease the priest 
who opens to him the doors of heaven, or 
the Prefect who holds in his hands the 
power of government. 
As to the soldiers 
of the m ilitia, they are not allowed to vote. 
By the Constitution itself they are author­ 
ized to vote wherever the arm y is, hut hv 
the m ilitary law of May 2, 1874, they are 
excluded from this privilege. 
As a gen­ 
era! thing the elections in Europe are held 
on Sunday, so, as they say, th at every one 
may be free to vote, but in Prussia it is not 
so, and as the elections of the th ird class 
vote between 9 and 11 o’clock in the fore­ 
noon, many of the working class refrain 
from voting rather than lose a half-day’s 
work. 
Thus, in one way and another, the 
number of actual voters is generally quite 
restricted, and rarely exceeds one-third of 
the whole number of voters, so th at prop­ 
erly sjicaking the Landtag is hardly the 
representative of the people. 
T he elections of the second degree are 
held a few days after the voters of the first 
degree have elected the “ W halm anner" 
ami are something on the same principle as 
the first degree. 
The deputies are chosen 
by absolute majority, and, if the first bal­ 
lot does not give the result, the caudidate 
who has the smallest number of votes is 
excluded, and the balloting is continued 
until the atisolute m ajority is obtained. In 
case of a tie vote the successful candidate 
is determ ined by lot. 
Every Prussian cit­ 
izen who has reached the age of 30 years, 
and who lias not forfeited his civil rights 
is eligible to a seat in the Landtag. 
T he “progressists” have long tried in 
vain to introduce the system of ballot vot ing 
into the Constitution, thinking that then 
only will the Landtag deserve its name. 
Blit the G overnm ent seems to favor the 
present system, and it will probably be 
m aintained as long as imssible.—Sjn-ini/ñeld 
Republican.

In the Superior Court of the State of Califor­ 
nia, in and for th e county of Sacram ento. Hon. 
J. H unt, Judge. 
Sam uel Davis vs. The City of 
Sacram ento. 
The com plaint herein substantially avers th at 
in M arch, ISM, the city of Sacram ento was in ­ 
corporated. 
This m unicipality existed until 
April, 1858, w hen it was succeeded by the con­ 
solidated governm ent known as the city and 
county ol Sacram ento. During th e existence 
of the form er m unicipality a large am ount of 
indebtedness was incurred, for which bonds 
were issued to the creditors of the citv, w hich 
bonds bore interest at the rate of 10 per cent, per 
annum . U nder the last m entioned Act creating 
the consolidated governm ent, the latter was 
obligated to assum e tbebonded indebtedness of 
the form er m unicipall y, to an am ount not to 
exceed the sum of $1,600,000. Accordingly the 
form er indebtedness was funded by th e issu­ 
ance of some 1,960 bonds of the consolidated 
governm ent, in classes of $100,0-.o each, w ith 
proper coupons attached, payable respectively 
in the years 1888,1S93, 1898 and 1903, w ith intei- 
est at the rate oi 6 i er cent, per auirem , pavable 
on the 1st day of January of each y ear.' The 
plaintiff is the ow ner of a large num ber of these 
coupons, am ounting to the sum of 830,491 47:

Sait, a sim i­ 
la r w rit t> com pel the City T iustees to levy a 
lax, as required by the Act of 1858. was maou- 
tained. 
3. In Freehill vs. C hatnterlaiu. supra, it was 
held th a t the bondholder’s right to p a y m tu iif 
m atured coupons did not accrue until there was 
m oney in the treasury ptonerlv applicable 'o 
th e paym ent thereof, and, un til "that tim e, the 
statute of lim itations did not com m ence to run 
in lavor of the city against the coupons. 
4. In Bates vs Porter, 15 Pac. Hep. 732. in con­

If the law, how ever, for any reason, forbade 
acti n on such note, upon its m aturity, by the 
payee against the m aker, it is difficult "to uiider- 
staud how the form er could sustain an action to 
recover from the m aker interest as dam ages for 
the non paym ent of such "note. 
And yet the 
suppositious case-, and th a t under consideration, 
are in principle alike. 
To hold th at the present action is m aintaina­ 
ble is to assert th at the incident m ay thus lie 
greater th an the principal, and th a t ail action 
m ay be m aintained to recover dam ages for the 
breach of au obligation w hen none would lie for 
its eniorcm ent. The law respects form less than 
substan e; declares th a t one shall not gain by 
indirection w hat he m ay not accom plish by 
direction. 
There is no m egie in the word “ dam ages” 
th at w ill enable plaintiff to recover interest 
upon his m atured coupons bv christening this 
action as one lor dam ages, if it would fail as an 
aetlo n .ro nomine, for th e recovery of accrued 
interest upon such coupons. There is no art or 
species of legal sot eery which can thus disguise 
th e re a t character or apparent purnose of this 
proceeding, or transm ute it from an action for 
interest upon coupons into an action for dam ­ 
ages ior breach ot official duty. If it w ere oth- 
wtse the plaintiff, under the form of au action 
of dam ages for the uou-paym eut of his coupons, 
m ay recover interest at the rate of seven and 
ten per ee: t. per annum thereon from the date 
of th eir m atin ity, and yet m ay not recover the 
principle of 6tvd coupons, or "six per cent, per 
annum interest upon the bonded debt. 
The purpose of the legislation previously re­ 
ferred to prohibiting the bondholder from suing 
the city, would be defeated if this contention 
should be upheld, because the im m unity in 
question would be valueless to the citv, if it did 
not protect it rrorn suits in the event of its de­ 
linquency iu the paym ent of its b nded in- 
debte ness: for it is only in the event of such 
delinquency th at any suit could possibly be 
m aintained. If paym ents had been prom ptly 
m ade by thedofenrtant, there could have beeit 
no foundation for au action against it. 
This construction under the light ( f pas', ad 
judications, does not leave the bond or coupon 
nolder rem ediless 
Such creditor m ay com p 1 
tne oilic rs o r the defendant, by writ of m an d a­ 
mus, to perform the duties et joii cd upon 
them by th e jf. reg ing Acts; m ay oblige them 
to levy 
he proper am unt ot t .xes to pay the 
interest upon said bonds, and to properly «[ - 
portiou the m oney thus colitcrod; and w h in 
there are funds in hand sufficient for th at p u r­ 
pose, they m ay com pel the paym ent of such in ­ 
debtedness, by tin Treasurer ot t e defendant.1 
But th e plaintiff's claim th a t the ¡¡ability 
herein 
sought 
to 
be 
eulorcca 
is 
one 
accruing against the defendant subsequ m is­ 
to 
the 
passage o f the Act of 1$63, would, 
by the sam e course of reasoning, sustain a ri.-ht 
ot action against the detendant '.¡-on the cou­ 
pons in question : because th e obligation to pay 
the am ount ot these coupons did not arise until 
subsequently to t h ; p tsssge ot the to t in ques­ 
tion, viz., uutil the years 876and 1877. 
The " m atter or thing ” w hich p laintiff claim s 
constitutes the defendant's liability here was. 
in no sense, m ade m entered into, iu th e lan ­ 
guage of tbe Act of 1863, alter its passage : the 
bunds in question, w ith the coupons thereto at­ 
tached. having been ¡-sued in the year 1859. In 
F reehill vs. C ham berlain, supra’, decided iu 
Septem ber, 1884, it was expressly held th at 
under the Act ot 1'63 no action could be m ain- 
t lined against the eity upon its bonds or cou­ 
pons. The sam e result would seem to follow 
in resj>ert to interest claim ed upon overdue 
coupons. 
W iihiut, therefore, determ ining w hether the 
official delinquency com plained o f entitled the 
plaintiff to sne th e city, or w hether his right of 
action is against the delinquent officials alone, 
and w ithout deciding the question as to tim e 
when the right ot action, If any, against the 
m unicipality tor such deliuqencies accrues, it is 
sufficient to bold: 
Ft st—T hat this action is not m aintainable 
against the defendant. 
Second—T hat it such action were m aintaina­ 
ble at all, no right ot action upon his coupons 
accrued to D'ain iff' until the 10th day of Augu-t, 
1-87. th e date of the dem and of plaintiff'upou 
the defendant's Treasurer, and inasm uch as the 
T reasurer then offered to pay plaintiff the lull 
am ount due upon the coupons iu questiou, the 
plaintiff has no c tuse ol action iu tne premises. 
T hird—In view of the conclusion previously 
reached, it is unnecessary to consider th -q u es­ 
tion of the statute ot lim itations 
It would be 
useless to inquire as to the tim e » lien the plain­ 
tiff s cause ol ac tiru against trie ci y accrued if 
he never had such cau-e of action. 
in eotis inance w ith the foregoiug views, it is 
therefore o rd erei th at judgm ent be entered 
herein iu lavor of the delendant. 
H unt, Judge. 
T h e U o ri fu n d ed B on d s. 
Iu the Superior Court ot the State of Califor­ 
nia. iu ¡ ltd for the eonntv of Sacram ento. Hon. 
J H unt. Judge. George E Bates vs. Eugene J. 
Gregory et a l , Trustees of the city of Sacra- 
m e t o : 
This is an application for a w rit of m andate 
to com pel the defendants, the Trustees of the 
city of cacraniento, to l'uud certain bonds held 
by petitioner. 
"The facts of the case are as follow s: In 
March, 1851, tbe Legislature of this ci v Hdopted 
an Act to incorporate the city ot Sacram ento, by 
w hich charter the governm ent of the city was 
reposed in the han d s of tho Mavor an d Com­ 
m on Council thereafter to be elected. 
The 
latter body w as to exercise the corporate powers 
delegated in said A c t: w ith .he right to borrow 
money, and pledge the faith oi the city therefor, 
and to levy taxes. The Act iu rth cr authoriicd 
the said corporate body to sue and be sued. 
In M arch, 1873, auotuer Act was passed, con­ 
ferring upou the officials last nam ed, authority 
to issue bonds to raise funds for tho purpose o’l 
paving th e am ount of loans th en due by ihe 
city. This Act w as followed in the succeeding 
y ear by anotherS 'atute w hich em powered them 
io issue bond- to pay th e o p e u s e s of the fire 
departm ent of ti e city, and outstanding de­ 
m ands. N either the Act ot 1833, nor the Act oi 
1-7)4 m entioned any fund, or provided anv way 
oi m eans tor the liquidation of tlio-e bonds. 
1 ne plaintiff is tee holder oi th tee bonds is­ 
sued under these statutes, for au rggrcgate 
am ount of $2.544 prineip-d. each bond bearing 
interest at the rate of ten per cent, per annum , 
and m aturing July 1 .1874, w ith coupons payable 
sem i-annually attached. 
In 18*8 another charter create 1 th e “City and 
County of 8acram ento” 
as 
a successor of 
tb e form er m unicipality from May 1,1858, and 
all of th e incom e, property aud revenue- of the 
form er cotporattou w ere thereby vested in a id 
becam e the p operty of the consofida’ed govern­ 
m ent. Provisiou was also m ade for funding all 
claims existing against th e city of Sacram ento 
on the flnt day o f January, 1859, and holders of 
such claims were allow ed u n til June 1,1859 to 


if, there­ 
fore, the petitioner’s claim w as not barred bv 
laehes or Dy th e statute of lim ita ions, then de­ 
fendant should llave funded hi- bouds. 
If they 
have failed io perform th eir official duty in this 
particular th e Courts can, by m andam us, com ­ 
pel m ch perform ance. These view s are fttlly 
snstaiued by the opinion of the Suprem e Court 
of this State in Woods vs. Strother, decided Jttlv 
30,1888. 
2. It will lie observed th at in the ch arter of 1851, 
creating the city of Sacram ento, and iu the Acts 
of 1853 sn d 1854, under the authority of w hich 
th e petitioner’s bonds were executed, there was 
no inhibition upou the creditor’s right to sue the 
corporation ; but. on the contrary, the ch arter 
expressly authorized such suits. 
It will also bo 
observed th at the property, franchises aud rev­ 
enues ot th e m unicipality, th e city of Sacra­ 
m ento, w hich issued these bonds, were, by the 
provisions o f the subsequent Acts incorporating 
the successor oi said city, transferred to and b e­ 
cam e the property of such sueotssor. 
Under th e inhibitions contained in the Arts 
of ls58 aud 1863, the holder of claim s against tho 
old m unicipality w ho h ad funded such claim s 
un d er th e conditions of the Act of 1S5S, cannot 
sue the present m unicipality : but 1 am at a lo­ 
to understand why the creditors holding bonds 
issued un d er the Acts of 18.33 and 1854, who have 
not funded such bonds, cannot sue thereon. 
The legislation above referred to could only 
constitutionally 
apply to such indebtedness 
against tho m unicipality as accrued after its 
passage. To deny to holders of bonds under the 
A its of 1S53 and 1854 the right to enforce them 
would am ount to au attem pted repudiation 
thereof, a course w hich the law would not 
sanction. 
Furtherm ore, such legislation would 
be unconstitutional, iu th at it would im pair 
vested rights aud destroy the obligation of the 
contract. 
Upon principle it is not apparent how a m u­ 
nicipal corporation which succeeds another, 
which recetves all the properly, effects and rev­ 
enues of the former, can, as against the cred­ 
itors of the former, escape liability for its obli­ 
gations. 
As 1 understand the ease, this m unici­ 
pal liability was sustained by the Circuit Court 
in the case of Fowle rs. the City of Sacram ento, 
21 W allace. 121. 
W hile m unicipal corn orations are b ut the 
creatures of legislative i>ower. aud w hile the 
State, in the absence of constitutional restrict­ 
ions, m ay m ake aud unm ake them , or enlarge, 
alter o r restrain th eir powers an d privileges, It 
cannot authorize the perform ance ot an act 
w hich will im pair the obligation of a contract. 
" if a m unicipal corporation becomes indebted, 
the rights of creditors cannot be im paired by 
any subsequent legislative enactm ent. <1 Dillon 
on M. C , Sec. 69; San Francisco vs. Cansvan, 
42 Cal. 542.) The circum stance th a t the citv of 
Sacram ento in 
oue 
instance unsuccessfully 
claim ed th at the Act of 1S5S barred suits upon 
dem ands accruing prior to its passage, does not 
estop the defendants herein from asserting the 
ucconstituiionality of such a statute, so iar as it 
endeavors to uc om plish such result. 
Nor 
would this circum stance operate as an estoppel 
upon th e defendants from m aiutaining their 
contention, because an estoppel only results 
w here a party invoking it has re 'led upon tho 
Act or repre-entation in question, and would be 
injured by allow ing its truthfulness to be dis­ 
proved. 
In this case it does not appear th a t the peti­ 
tioner herein failed to avail him self of the priv­ 
ileges conferred upou him by the Acts in ques­ 
tion, or neglected to institute th e present pro­ 
ceedings in consequence o f the p ea of the city 
o f Eaeram ento, iu the case referred to. Nothing 
th at therein occurred 
can tairly be urged 
eith er iu extenuation of. or as an excuse for the 
delay of petitioner iu asserting his rights. 
For these reasons I am oi opinion that the 
Acts of 185s and 1863 did not im pair or affect the 
petitioner's right to sue upon or enforce his 
claim for the indebtedness represented bv his 
bonds aud coupons ; th a t the statute of lim ita­ 
tions has been properly p’caded herein, inas­ 
m uch as the suit is founded upon an alleged 
obligation oi the defendants to perform an offi­ 
cial duly, to w it: the funding of the petitlnneris 
indebtedness. And as a conclusion, from these 
prem ises. I am of opinion that the statute of 
lim itations has barred the petitioner's claim 
herein. B ut if this were not so, il w ould still 
seem th at the present application m ust be de­ 
nied for laches, upon the ground th at tlie relief 
now 
rought 
by 
petitioner 
m ight 
have 
been 
long 
since 
obtained by 
him . 
The 
petitioner 
contends th at, inasm uch its the 
fu n d in g Act of 1864, unlike the Ugislal on 
w hich preceded it, prescrib-d no lim itation 
of the tim e upon the creditor's right or privilege 
lo avail him self of the benefits thereof, th at, 
therefore, the statute of lim itations c ju 'd not, 
an d d id uot, run against the creditor in favor of 
ihe city : th at, therefore, th e creditor could at 
any tim e before the year 1903, th e date fixed for 
the m aturity of the bonds issued un d er the 
Funding Act, elect to accept the tenefit of such 
Act. 
W hen the law authorizes lh " perform ance of 
an act. or confers a rem edy for tit 3 enforcem ent 
of »ueh perform ance and pro e.ibe.- t o ¡im ita­ 
tion ol the tim e there tor. such act m ust be per­ 
form ed, or such rem edy sought w irii’n a rea- 
sonab’etim e; and « hen the Legislature passed 
the At t in question it contem plated th a t the 
option w hich it affi-ricd the creditors of the city 
snoulil be exercised by them w ithin at lean a 
reas .nuble tim e thereafter, 
if this were not so, 
th eu there is no lim itation of the tim e w hatever 
upon the < reditor’s right to com pel the officers 
of the city to m nd his bonds. 
M andam u- is the principal rem edy by w hich 
m unicipalities have been aud are constrained 
to tiie petform auee of the obligation imposed 
upon tnem by th eir ch arter in faver of their 
creditors. 
T he petitioner here w as entitled to fund his 
bouds as early as M ar, 1861: and, as the law 
presum es in favor of the perform ance of official 
duty, we m ust assum e th a t the application now 
presented could have becu successfully ramie 
over 23 years ago. 
After a p; ri. d of im utiou, 
eom iuucd for nearly 13 yeats after tr.e m a­ 
turity of ltis 
bonds, uud 
nearly 24 years 
alter the passage of the Flit ilu'tg Act, can 
the petitioner now m ake nr euforci Ins elec­ 
tion ? I am of optniou th at he cannot, and that 
in consequence of his luches the petitioner's 
claim m ust fall, it is claim ed, however, by 
petitioner th a t inasm uch as the city funded two 
bonds issued tinder the Acts in questiou as late 
a - th e year 1881, the defendants ara dow es­ 
topped irom suceefsfully contesting the peti­ 
tioner's app ¡cation. To th is m aim it m ay be 
answ ered th a t th e petitioner herein w aited 
nearly eight years longer th an the bondholders 
to whom he refers. Furtherm ore, the circum ­ 
stance thut the officers of the city in some in ­ 
stances funded th e bonds thus" presented to 
them , constitutes no estoppel upou the defend­ 
ants trom availing them selves o f the defenses 
herein propohtd. T he Act in question presents 
none of the elem ents of au estoppel; further­ 
more, there is no evidence iu tnis cuse th at auy 
Board of Trustees ot the city ever construed the 
Act ot 18G4 as requiring them to fund all claim s 
presented prior to 19C3. If such construction 
was adopted it would, in view of the opinion 
herein expressed, be erroneous, and not in any 
m anner binding upou this Court. 
For all of these reasons I am of opinion th at 
the pctitionev's application herein for w rit 0/ 
m andate should be denied, and it is so ordered.

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1H NICARAGUA. 


A JAÜNT INTO THE INTERIOR OF 
THIS ISTHMUS STATE. 


Description of Its W onderful Inland 
Sea, and a General View 
of the Country. 


[Special Correspondence of the Record-Union.] 
C ity o f N ica rag u a , January 3,1889. 
Since the attention of the world is just 
now directed toward this country—not 
only on account of the projected route be­ 
tween the oceans, but because that great 
American enterprise has stirred up other 
nations to send thither agents and emis­ 
saries, with a view to establishing closer 
commercial relations between the Nicar­ 
aguan Government and their own—let 
us observe carefully some of its distin­ 
guishing characteristics. 
First, let us look upon the map. It is to 
be hoped that every reader—unless he be 
better posted on geographical points in 
general than the writer—has some good 
map at hand. Those of us whose school­ 
days are not of yesterday have lost, in the 
hurry and worry and bustle of life, many 
of those bits of learning that the peda­ 
gogues so laboriously drilled into us. The 
human head cannot carry everything; and 
when taxed with sterner realities, memory 
lets slip many things of minor importance. 
Besides, in these days of easy aids to all 
sorts of information, it is no loDger neces­ 
sary to make a walking encyclopedia of 
one’s self, burdened with an Atlas load of 
facts and figures—forcompilations of many 
kinds have been made, expressly to save 
us that trouble. 
Referring, therefore, to the indispensa­ 
ble map, we find the Republic of Nicaragua 
midway between Panama and the southern 
end of Mexico, with Costa Rica immedi­ 
ately south of it, the States of San Salva­ 
dor and Honduras on the north, the Carib­ 
bean sea on the east and the Pacific ocean 
on the west. With an eastern coast line of 280 
miles, its only Caribbean port is San Juan 
del Norte (otherwise called Graytown) 
formed Ly the northern branch of the 
delta of the San Juan river, and even this 
is so choked with sand as to be now nearly 
useless. 
Its Pacific coast, extending from Conse- 
guina Point to Salinas bay—a distance of 
nearly 200 miles—is mostly bold and 
rocky. 
It has several commodious har­ 
bors, however, Realijo lieing the best of 
them, the others, Brito, San Juan del Sur 
and Conchagua bay. 
That Ions contested, but not v;ry well 
defined strip of country, known as Mos­ 
quito Territory, cuts off a large portion of 
Nicaragua’s eastern shore line, precisely as 
British Honduras robs Guatamela of hers. 
This insignificant territory (about forty 
miles wide and supposed to include an area 
of 34,000 square miles) was ceded to Nic­ 
aragua in 1860, hut the disputes which 
have been rife for many generations con­ 
cerning it are still unsettled and likely to 
remain so for generations to come. 
Exclusive of this ancient bone of con­ 
tention, Nicaragua's area is estimated at 
about 45,000 square miles. Along its west­ 
ern coast runs a ridge of hills, from ten to 
twenty miles distant from the ocean, at 
no point rising higher than 5,000 feet, 
until they approach the confines of Costa 
Rica, where they suddenly shoot up to 11,­ 
000 feet. The eastern jxjrtion of Nicara­ 
gua is traversed by a part of this great 
range of the Cordillera, running nearly 
parallel to it and sending off several spurs 
toward the Caribbean sea; while along 
the borders of Honduras and San Salvador 
other lofty bights trend off' in various di­ 
rections. There are also several isolated 
volcanoes in the State, each standing alone 
near the sea, or but slightly connected 
with the main ridge, none of them attain­ 
ing a hight of more than 5,000 feet. 
Between the eastern and western ranges 
is a vast interior basin, in which lie the 
great lakes of Nicaragua and Managua. 
All this central portion of the Republic is 
known to the natives as Los Llanos de 
Nicaragua—the word llano meaning plain; 
and between the wonderful inland sea, 
from which the country derives its name, 
to the western hills, it is level as a Kansas 
prairie, and more fertile than a New Eng­ 
lander can easily imagine. 
.4s for rivers, Nicaragua is exceptionally 
well supplied for a tropical region, though 
none of the streams, except the San Juan, 
are of much navigable importance. Be­ 
sides that much-talked-of river St. John, 
which connects Lake Nicaragua with the 
Caribbean sea, and was known to the abo­ 
riginal owners as the r.saguadero—-there is 
the Coco, or Segovia, forming part of the 
boundary line l>etween Honduras; the Es­ 
condida or Bleufields, and the L*na or 
Sequia, all (lowing eastward; the Malaco- 
loya and the Mayales flowing into Lake 
Nicaragua from the north, and the Frio 
(‘•cold”) river emptying into it from the 
south, ^ besides several small streams of 
minor importance running into the Pacific. 
Lake Managua—or Saint Leon as it is 
frequently called—we have already de­ 
scribed in the previous letter, together 
with Nicaragua’s capital city, which stands 
upon its banks and (tears its name. Lake 
Nicaragua (whose native name was Coci- 
balca) is one of the most beautiful as well 
as remarkable sheets of fresh water in the 
known world. One hundred miles long, 
by from thirty to fifty miles wide, its ele­ 
vation above the Pacific—from which it is 
separated only by a low range of hills, 
which at one point dwindle down to a 
hight of forty-eight teet at>ove the lake It­ 
self—is about 100 feet. Its banks are 
beautifully wooded with some of the noblest 
trees of the far-fauied Nicaragua forests, 
and undei them to Nicaragua City winds 
the Camino Real, or King’s highway, built 
by the conquering Spaniards—in some 
places running so clase to the shore 
that passing travelers are sprinkled 
with spray. For this inland sea has 
tides, like t'.oso of the near-by ocean, and 
especially when north winds sweep Its sur­ 
face, long, rolling billows of surf break 
upon the shore with solemn majestv. 
Wherever one stands on the banks ño 
land is visible uj>on the farther side, and 
the prominent feature of the landscape is 
that great volcano < >motpeync, a smooth, 
unbroken cone 6,000 feet high, reminding 
one of Mount Etna, since, like the pride of 
Sicily, it rises from tin* water’s edge. The 
islands of the lake are many, lying mostly in 
groiipe, the largest of them l»eiug Isoia and 
Ladiera, each crowned with cloud-piercing 
mountains. 
Starting from San Juan liarl>or, where 
that mighty river empties itself into the 
Pacific, we made a journey across the 
country to Nicaragua Citv, which stands 
on the shore of the lake whose name it 
bears, llow many times before that tedi­ 
ous jaunt was finished did we find reason 
to regret that fool-hardy spirit of adven­ 
ture which had led us into many similar 
scrapes, and doubtless would lead us 
into many more. Though a tropic wilder­ 
ness is delightful to read al>out and charm­ 
ing to look upon—.it a distance—passing 
through it is quite another matter. Na 
lure’s luxuriant bounties, so lavish) v 
showered upon this jiart of the world, but 
present fresh obstacles in unbroken paths, 
to which the track of the children of 
Israel to the Red Sea must have been a 
we)¡-paved roadway in comparison. 
Next to ltealijo, the harbor of San Juan 
del Stir—"Saint John of the South”—is the 
the finest in tlie Pacific. It is not exten­ 
sive but excellently protected, being in 
the exact form of a capital U, the arms 
high and parallel, running north and 
south, and terminating in high bluffs. 
Under these perpendicular cliffs the water 
is very deep, and vessels of largest size can 
anchor with perfect safety. The only ob­ 
jection which some have advanced to mak­ 
ing it tfie Pacific tenuiuusof tiie proposed 
canal, is that during the summer months 
the pr. vailing north winds sweep with 
such violence over Lake Nicaragua and 
through the Gulf of Papajago, it would lie 
difficult for vessels to enter the jsirt of St. 
John at all, hut if this Is* true, steam tugs 
wou'd no doubt obviate the difficulty. 
John L Stephens, ’he veteran explorer, 
who visded tins place when the canal 
scheme was new thus wrote of it: “ 1 had 
be. n sanguine, almost enthusiastic, in re­ 
gard to the gigantic enterprise; hut os the 
siK.1 the scales fell troui tuv eves. The 


harbor was perfectly desolate, for years not 
a vessel has entered it; primeval trees 
grew pound it, and for miles there was not 
a habitation. Since Mr. Bailey (an early 
engineer) left, not a person has visited it; 
and probably the only thing that keeps it 
alive, even in memory, is the theorizing of 
scientific men, a long way off, or the occa­ 
sional visit of some Nicaraguan fishermen, 
who, too lazy to work, seeks his food in the 
sea, It seemed preposterous to consider it 
the focus of a great commercial enterprise; 
to imagine that a city is to rise up out of 
the forest, the desolate harbor to be filled 
with ships, and become a portal for the 
thoroughfare of nations.” 
Since Mr. Stephens’ visit to Nicaragua 
surprising changes have taken place. Even 
“ St. John of the South” has been invaded 
by greedy Gringos, and Brito, the terminus 
at present most talked of, 17 miles from 
the lake, via canal, is booming. 
From the mouth of the St. John a wagon 
road, cut years ago with mechates through 
the tractless forest, runs to Nicaragua City, 
crossing that variable river a score of times 
in its zigzag course. The valley of San 
Juan del Sur is about 100 yards broad, and 
during the rainy season—from May to No­ 
vember—is frequently entirely covered 
with water. During the dry’months a 
part of the way leads through the shallow 
lied of the stream; at other times of the 
year ascending among tangled thickets. 
Further down the valley opens upon a 
stony and barren plain, where the sun beats 
down with prodigious force, and flocks of 
turkey buzzards—here called sopilotes— 
watch for carcasses, whether of man, mule, 
serpent or alligator, it is all one to these 
voracious birds. All this region is a happy 
hunting ground for the enthusiastic sports­ 
man, for deer, wild turkeys and other 
small game abound, and big black apes 
walk about among the trees. 
Just before crossing the mountain we 
strike a branch of the camino real—a 
straight track, ten feet wide, shaded by 
magnificent trees, some of which have 
branches forty feet long. Looking back 
from the hill-top, one sees the two great 
ranges, standing like giant portals, and 
imagines the magnificent spectacle soon to 
be presented, when the ships of the world 
shall pass through those splendid doors on 
their way between the oceans. 
After crossing the mountains the whole 
country is a scene of beauty. The fields 
are covered with tall, rank grass, studded 
with gigantic trees, while encompassing 
all, at only a short distance, stretches the 
dark forest, and just ahead, like a spectral 
sentinel, stands the white cone of Omot- 
peyne. Before reaching our destination we 
plunge into the woods again, and after an 
hour’s ride, before the city is yet in sight 
through the thick trees, we hear the ring­ 
ing of vesper bells and hear the harking of 
dogs in its suburbs. 
The town itself possesses little of inter­ 
est. It is called Rivas as commonly as 
Nicaragua, and stands on the western 
shore of the lake. When in its normal 
condition—that is, when not over-run by 
canal-speculating Americans—its popula­ 
tion is about 8,500. But it is not of much 
consequence and probably never will be, 
since Grenada, thirty-five miles distant, 
monopolizes the lake commerce.

SALMON FISHERIES. 
A Letter from Dr. H. XV. Harkuese Con­ 
cerning; their Protection. 
The reference in the Governor’s recent 
message to the salmon fisheries, and the 
means necessary to their protection, makes 
of interest the following letter from Dr. H 
W. Harkness, President of the Academy of 
Sciences, in San Francisco. The letter is 
addressed to the Bulletin and is from a 
practical standpoint, as relating to the peo­ 
ple of the State. The letter says: 
The scarcity of salmon in our rivers has 
been made the subject of considerable study 
and commeul recently. Before re-examin­ 
ing the subject with the view of determin­ 
ing the causes for the scarcity of salmon in 
our rivers, we find that the principal agent 
in their destruction ia mau. Man accom­ 
plishes this in various ways—by fouling of 
the rivers, by the refuse from manufact­ 
ories, by dams or other obstructions, but 
chiefly effecting their capture by use of 
nets. The modern appliances are so per­ 
fect, and the pursuit of fish so active and 
persistent, that we are led to believe that 
should the fishermen comply with the laws 
in every particular, still the salmon must 
eoon disappear altogether iron- our inland 
waters. But when we take iuto considera­ 
tion the fact that all unfair means are re­ 
sorted to lor the purpose of increasing the 
catch, we are no longer at a loss to account 
for their scarcity. 
If our fishermen would but pay a decent 
respect to the laws aud, furthermore, would 
capture only a sufficiency for the supply of 
the market with fresh salmon, our rivers 
(with assistance from the State, in the way 
of restocking at intervals) might stili con­ 
tinue to be productive for an indefinite 
period. 
There is one source of waste—as we look 
upon it—which should be prevented by the 
authorities, viz, the canning industry. 
From time to time the Government has 
expended large sums of money for the 
purpose of stocking our rivers with sal­ 
mon. This is the act of a paternal Gov­ 
ernment with the sole idea, as we view it, 
of furnishing to all of the inhabitants of 
the State (so far as it is possible to do so) 
an opportunity for supplying the table with 
a cheap nutritive article of food. The tax­ 
payers at large are called upon to pay the 
cost, and ought alike to share in the bene­ 
fit. Let us examine for a moment, to see 
if there is a fair disiributiou of the results 
of this outlay. If, as has been previously 
stated, after the stocking of ihe rivers, fish­ 
ing were conducted in accordance with the 
laws, fishing being prohibited during cer­ 
tain days, in order that a percentage of the 
breeding fish might escape, also, that the 
close season should be strictly observed, 
and, further, that the exportation of fish 
should cease, under these conditions we be­ 
lieve that our rivers would, for an indefi­ 
nite period, continue to furnish salmon in 
quantity sufficient to meet the home de­ 
mand. 
No so ner, however, does the 
salmon appear in tolerable abundance than 
the canuer begins his work. Either by 
hiring boats and fishermen himself, or by 
offering tempting rewards to the fisherman 
for his catch, he is enabled to cover the 
river with boats in such numbers as to cap­ 
ture a Iarge proportion of the product of 
the stream before they ctn pass his estab­ 
lishment. If the fish so captured from the 
Government preserves were distributed as 
canued provisions amongst onr people 
there wouid be some slight excuse, but 
when we come to learn that all, or nearly 
all. are shipped away to foreign countries, 
we b-*gin to realize that the people are be- 
in • defrauded of ibeir just dues. 
The canuer may claim that he is realizing 
but a small percentage of profit or he may 
affirm that he has met with material losa, 
vet this has nothing to do with the ques­ 
tion; he is in a great d-gree responsible for 
the increase in the price of fresh fish, and 
he is to blame for the final exhaustion of 
the rivers. There is no river on earth, how­ 
ever rich it may be in salmon, but must 
eventually become impoverished if the can- 
ner is to be allowed to pursue his vocation, 
even when under limited Government snr- 
v 1 dc 
(Note—Four or five years ago 
there were 2,000 men and 1,000 boats en­ 
gaged in the salmon fisheries of the Sacra­ 
mento river alone 
How many out of 
these were employed by the canners we are 
unable to determine ) As bis means for 
canning fish are practically unlimited and 
he has he world for a market, the canner 
has but to increase the number of his firh- 
eimen until the stream is so far exhausted 
as to be of no further value. In our judg­ 
ment the busintss of the canner sLo Id 
ceasp, or else the Government should 
abandon the plan of stocking the rivers 
when the results are so unsatisfactory. We 
feet that this is a question of the greatest 
importance, and that the attention of the 
authorities should be called to it, and that 
the facts should be set forth so clearly as to 
induce them to take steps to remedy the 
evil.To illustrate the case still more fully, we 
will suppose that our rulers should, while 
acting iti the capacity of a paternal Govern­ 
ment, determine to set aside a large tract of 
land for a deer J>ark, whprp large bands of 
these animals might be cared lor with the 
view ultimately that venison should be 
furnished cheaply at certain aeason to the 
people of the State. What would be said 
of the economy of such a proceeding if the 
Government during the bunting season 
should permit individuals to kill the deer 
without hindrance, for the purpose of can­ 
ning the flesh so secured aud sendiug it 
away to a foreign market ?

JOHN BROWS RAID. 


THE DELIBERATIONS AND PLANS 
LAID AT CHATHAM, ONT. 


An Interesting Reminiscence of the 
First Break Toward Freeing 
the American Slaves. 


A correspondent of the St. Louis Globe- 
Democrat, writing from Toledo, Ohio, says: 
Among the forty-five persons who at­ 
tended the secret Convention, at which 
John Brown presented his famous Provi­ 
sional Constitution and Ordinances, at 
Chatham, Ontario, May 8, 1859, was James 
Madison Bell, a colored man, and at that 
time a resident of Chatham. Mr. Bell was 
then a bright, energetic man of about 32 
years, and was intimately connected with 
John Brown during his stay in Ontario, 
and, in daily Intercourse with him, be­ 
came quite familiar with all of his plans. 
Mr. Bell is now a resident of this city, 
and one of its mo6t respected citizens. He 
resides on Indiana avenue, and conducts a 
large plastering business. 
A Globe-Democrnl representative called 
upon Mr. Bell at his home, and found him 
ready and willing to tell nearly all he 
knew about John Brown. He is a good 
scholar, and an easy and interesting con­ 
versationalist, using the most correct lan­ 
guage, of which he seems to have a perfect 
control. 
Only a few questions were needed to 
start Mr. Bell, and, his memory working as 
he went along, he seemed to take as much 
delight in telling as the reporter did in 
listening. 
mr. bell’s story. 
“I first saw Mr. Brown in the spring of 
1859,” commenced Mr. Bell, leaning back 
in his large arm chair and closing his eyes, 
as if to stimulate thought. “He came to 
my house at Chatham, Ont.—Canada West 
we called it then—and presented a letter 
from Wm. Howard Day .colored, a friend of 
mine, a graduate of Oberlin, and afterward 
for some years a member of the Pennsyl­ 
vania Legislature. 
“The letter was dated at Toronto, a 
few days previous, and simply Introduced 
the bearer as John Brown, asking me to 
do what I could for him during his stay in 
Canada. 
“This was my first introduction to John 
Brown, and I knew very little of him be­ 
fore that time except what I had heard of 
his raids in Kansas. He stopped at my 
house a few days until his men arrived, 
after which he secured quarters for him­ 
self and men in the hotel then known as 
Viile Mansion, corner of King and Will­ 
iams streets, where he remained until he 
left for Harper’s Ferry.” 
“What did he do with the partv of 
slaves lie brought with him ? ” 
“He did not bring but one slave over 
with him, and reports that he brought a 
party of them are untrue. I don’t remem­ 
ber what became of the one he brought 
with him.” 
John brown’s m ail. 
“Did Mr. Brown receive any letters 
while in Chatham?” 
“ Oh, quite a number, and I ought to 
know something about that, for every letter 
that he received through the mails while 
there came under cover addressed to me. 
They were all from individuals in various 
parts of the North, though mostly in the 
New England States. The last letter he 
received came, as usual, addressed to me, 
and contained the money which sent Os­ 
born Anderson to Harper’s Ferry. All the 
money Brown received while in Canada 
West came from one individual, and I have 
frequently heard him say that the same 
individual had helped him on numerous 
occasions when in trouble, and that he was 
one of the stanchest supporters he had.” 
“ Did you know this man’s uame ?” 
“ Oh, yes, of course.” 
“ What was it ?” 
“ Well, I am not at liberty to give it. I 
have frequently seen it signed as ‘A 
Friend of the Black Man,’ but I know he 
was always anxious not to have his name 
known in connection with this affair.” 
Although the rejiorter tried in everv 
way to learn from Mr. Bell the name of 
the party referred to, he positively refused 
for the present to divulge anything regard­ 
ing him, except that lie was a friend of 
the black man, a well-known man in pol­ 
itics, a resident of Massachusetts, and now 
living. 
«W as Mr. Brown in hiding while in 
Chatham ?” 
“ Oh, no. He didn’t disguise his pur­ 
pose there, nor did he make any spread of 
his affairs. He was there money-bound, 
and could not get away until his friend 
came to his assistance. When he came to 
Chatham he had no means whatever, 
and he and his men simply remained 
there resting a few weeks while waiting 
for money, and discussed their plans.” 
brown’s plans. 
“ Were you familiar with his plans?” 
“ Yes, he frequently talked witli me 
and told me freely just what he intended 
to do. When he came to Chatham his 
only plan was to raid on Virginia, and 
while there the plans for this raid were 
fully discussed and decided upon. Brown 
was not a revolutionist, but an insurrec­ 
tionist. His plan, in brief, as he told it to 
me, was to go to Harper’s Ferry with his 
men, surprise Jand capture the arsenal, 
and, with the arms thus obtained, retire 
to the mountains in the vicinity with all 
the prisoners they could capture, and 
there carry on a guerilla warfare, lie 
planned that slaves would (lock to him by 
thousands, and with his small handful of 
men, reinforced by daily addition of slaves, 
he could hold an army at bay, and after 
his movement became fully inaugurated, 
he expected the North to cotne to his 
assistance. 
“ Another part of his plan was to capture 
slave owners and prominent Southerners 
wherever possible, and hold them as hos­ 
tages, to be ransomed by the liberty of 
slaves who would then join his movement. 
“ The plan seemed feasible enough, but 
Brown never under-estimated its dangers. 
He expected to die on this raid, and went 
to Harper's Ferry confident that he would 
not live to see the end of the movement he 
inangurated. 
I remember a remark he 
made to bis men one day when they were 
speaking of the great danger iuvolved in 
the undertaking. Said he: 
“ ‘ If you are afraid to die you had better 
not go to Virginia, for the chances are 
ninety-nine out of one hundred that not 
one of the men who engage in this move­ 
ment will come out of it alive. As for me, 
well, ilarjveris Ferry isa good enough place 
for me to die.’ 
a prescient rem ark. 
“Another thing I remember on this 
point. 
It was after the Harper’s Ferry 
battle was over, and Brown and the sur­ 
vivors were prisoners in Charlestown. 
John Brown, Jr., was at Chatham trying 
to plan a rescue, aud in one of his talks 
urging the matter, he said : ‘As far as my 
father is concerned, I know he would pre­ 
fer to die where he is, but there are other 
valuable men there whose lives should not 
be sacrificed, for in the years to come no­ 
body will have died at Harper's Ferry but 
John Brown.'” 
“What was Brown and his men doing all 
the time they were waiting for money at 
Chatham ?’ 
“Nothing but discussing plans and pre­ 
parations for the Virginia raid. They had 
meetings every day in the hotel, at which 
every point was taken up and thoroughly 
discussed.” 
“Was the convention at which the Pro­ 
visional Constitution was adopted held in 
the hotel?” 
"No, that w a s a general convention held 
on the 8th of May, 1859, in the school- 
house. The proceedings were secret, of 
course, but the journal of the proceedings 
was captured in John Brown's carpet-bag 
in Virginia. There were a number of 
meetings held subsequently, but they all 
took place at the hotei. 
“Brown was one of the kindest-hearted 
men you eyer saw. He believed in always 
punishing the party who committed 
wrong, and protecting the innocent. It is 
said of him that a man once stole his 
horse. 
The thief was captured, and, 
through Brown’s efforts, sent to the peui- 
tentiarv. While the thief was in prison 
Brown took upon himself the task of pro­ 
viding for the wife and family thus de­ 
prived of a head. 


“He thought that many of the slave­ 
owners, because of a lack of intelligence, 
considered themselves in the right, and as 
a class he did not blame them, but blamed 
the whole institution of slavery, and the 
only way to abolish slavery was to destroy 
the whole institution was his idea. He 
was an insurrectionist out and out. He 
believed that the slaves could emancipate 
themselves with the assistance of the 
North, and his plan was simply to furnish 
the organization necessary to accomplish 
this end. 
‘ 
“ He did not believe in bloodshed under 
any circumstances when it could be 
avoided. If one man was making way to 
liberty and a dozen other men were trying 
to oppose him, he considered the one man’s 
liberty worth more than a dozen lives that 
opposed him, and in such a case, if abso­ 
lutely necessary, the taking of their lives 
would,be justifiable. 
“jBrown’s instruction to his men was 
always, ‘ Take no life or shed the blood of 
any man unless absolutely necessary.’ 


w e l l v e r s e d 
i n w a r f a r e . 
“ He was well versed in warfare, both 
modern and ancient. I recollect his tell­ 
ing me of a trip he took to Europe to study 
their different modes of warfare. In his 
plans for the raid in Virginia he intended 
to follow the Circassian mode of warefare, 
as practiced by them in their wars with 
the Russians. He was supplied with com­ 
plete maps of all the country in the vicin­ 
ity of Harper’s Ferry, and’ with a mere 
handful of men posted in some of the natu­ 
ral mountain fortresses known only to him­ 
self and men, he could defy all ’the men 
that could be brought against him, and by 
making sudden dashes when least expected, 
oapture slave owners and liberate slaves. 
The slaves thus liberated would join his 
forces and the masters would be held until 
they could be exchanged for the liberty of 
other slaves. 
“ The plan was a good one, and might 
perhaps have succeeded had it been car­ 
ried out as arranged. Brown’s great mis­ 
take was stopping at the arsenal. The 
original intention had been simply to cap­ 
ture the arsenal, and with the arms thus 
secured retreat at once to the mountain», 
but the arrangements got confused in some 
way and before they could be straightened 
again it was too late; they were caught 
like rats in a trap and all retreat cut off'. 
It was a fatal mistake, and I never could 
understand what Brown could have been 
thinking of, for he was generally a very 
shrewd man, and always seemed to look 
carefully into everything and figure ahead 
for results. 
THE ONTARIO FIRE. 
“ As an illustration of this habit, 1 will 
relate a little incident that occurred dur­ 
ing his stay in Chatham. A store near the 
hotel at which he was slopping was robbed 
and a keg of gunpowder was blown up by 
the thieves to hide their tracks. The 
building was set on fire by the explosion 
and considerable excitement ensued. 
Shortly after the tire started I met Brown 
and he said to me: 
“‘Bell, this tire will be attributed to 
some of my men, and they may charge us 
with it, because we are strangers here and 
our business is unknown. They will search 
our rooms and baggage after the fire, and I 
am afraid they might cause us trouble if 
they found and examined my papers.’ 
“ I agreed with him, and :isked him what 
was best to be done. He said: 
“ ‘There are letters aud papers here I 
would not have seen, and will turn them 
all over to you until after the danger is 
past.’ 
“ He did so, and I found a hiding place 
for them. Not an hour afterward a crowd 
of angry suspicious men filled their apart­ 
ments and examined and searched every­ 
thing thoroughly, but, of course found 
nothing of consequence.” 
“ Do you know of any other organization 
back of Brown, outside" of the wen he had 
in Chatham at that time ?” 
“ No, sir. There was none. John Brown 
was the head and tail of the whole affair. 
No one outside ef the organization in Chat­ 
ham knew of his plans. I suppose he told 
me as clearly as any living soul what his 
plans were, for he used to talk with me 
daily on the subject, which was, of course, 
always uppermost in his thoughts, and we 
held many arguments upon the feasibility 
of his plans, for I confess I had not much 
faith, and expected the affair would termi­ 
nate about as it did. 
“ I remember on one occasion, while we 
were conversing on the subject, a friend of 
mine came in and I introduced him to 
Brown. Brown continued his argument, 
and my friend took exceptions to one of the 
theories advanced by Brown, and said: 
“ ‘Mr. Brown, don’t you think there are 
excejitions to all rules ?’ 
“ ‘Yes,’ replied Brown, ‘but I know of 
one rule there is no excejition to.’ 
“ ‘What is that?’ 
“ ‘That nothing great or good can be ac- 
comjilished without trying.’ 
“Brown was no novice in warfare, and 
all his plans were a marvel of complete­ 
ness. Everything was planned out ahead, 
and you could not suggest an emergency 
but what he had his plan prepared to meet 
it. lie was cool, calculating and brave. 
Without a trace of humor in his compo­ 
sition. I never heard him say a word to 
cause laughter, and I never heard him 
laugh. As cold as a piece of lead, never 
excited or nervous, and never more than a 
ghost of a smile was permitted to grace 
his countenance. lie was of what I would 
call the bilious, sanguine, nervous temper­ 
ament; just enough of the nervous to 
make him active and prevent laziness. His 
deep-set, gray eyes had a fashion of look­ 
ing you through, and seemed to see their 
way into your innermost thoughts.” 
I WANT TO DIE AT HARPER’S FERRY. 
Mr. Bell very emphatically denied the 
story that Brown exjiected a rescue when 
in prison at Charlestown. He said that 
Brown fully expected and wanted to die 
there. John Brown, Jr., now a resident of 
Put-in-Bav, O., when planning the rescue, 
had frequently said that he had no inten­ 
tion of rescuing his father; that it was 
his father's wish to die there. Said Mr. 
Bell : 
“I have heard Brown say at least a hun­ 
dred times, ‘I want to die at Harper’s 
Ferrv, for my death there will do more for 
my cause than anything I could ever do 
if I live.’ 
“Brown went there with the intention 
of dying, and of making as big a disturb­ 
ance as possible in doing it, and he suc­ 
ceeded.” 
The printed copies of the provisional 
constitution found in Brown’s car;iet-bag 
were prepared by William Howard Day 
(colored), who was then the editor of the 
Alien American, published in Cleveland, 
and the one who wrote the letter of intro­ 
duction which Brown presented to Bell. 
While in Canada, Brown and his men 
did nothing but plan, and paid no atten­ 
tion to the questions ef inquisitive people 
as to their business there. They were ob­ 
jects of suspicion all the time they re­ 
mained, but no effort w a s ever made to 
interfere with them in any way, except 
the time of the fire mentioned above. 
KAGl’s LETTER. 
Mr. Bell says all of the men, as well as 
Brown, were fully aware of the desperate 
nature of the undertaking they were about 
to engage in, and in proof of this he 
quoted from memory from a letter received 
from John Ivagi just liefore the Harper's 
Ferry affair, in which Kagi said: 
“ Before you hear from me again the 
first blow will have been struck, and we 
shall have succeeded in our plans or have 
failed. You may never hear from me 
again, for the undertaking is of a most 
desperate nature.” 
Speaking of Mr. Cook, Mr. Bell men­ 
tioned that he was the jiossessor of the 
first repeating gun he ever saw. Cook 
claimed that it was presented to him by a 
Methodist minister in the South. 
Mr. Bell was an earnest supporter of 
Brown’s cause, and refuses to believe any 
story that reflects in any way upon him. 
For full and authentic particulars regard­ 
ing Brown's history prior to and during 
the Ilarjicris Ferry affair, he refers to John 
Brown, Jr., of l’ut-in-Bav, Brown’s only 
living son, now a wealthy grass-grower of 
Pul-iu-Bay.

FREIGHT KATES. 


THE INTERESTING SUBJECT OF 
UNIFORM CLASSIFICATION. 


General Manager A. N. Towne s 
Views Expressed to the Rail­ 
road Commissioners. 


The San Francisco Chronicle of yesterday 
says: 
^ A. N. Towne, Third Vice-President and 
General Manager of the Southern Pacific 
Company's system, has sent a long letter to 
V. W. Gaskill, Secretary of the Railroad 
Commission, on the subject of the uniform 
classification of freights, which the State 
Commission, with the Interstate Commerce 
Commissioners, is urgiDg upon the atten­ 
tion of the railroad companies. In this 
letter Mr. Towne says: 
“ The Interstate Commerce Commission 
has given uniform classification much con­ 
sideration, as have the trafile managers of 
all the lines of the country. These men 
have been in conference at different times 
for more than a year. Meetings have been 
held at various places in the East, and 
have resulted in a failure to reach a satis­ 
factory conclusion. The Interstate Com­ 
merce Commissioners have expressed 
wishes that a uniform classification be 
brought about if possible, and to this end 
these traffic men have devoted their best 
endeavors. They found the country too 
large, the topography too varied, the re­ 
sources too far extended, the conditions of 
trade and commerce too complex and the 
railroad interests too greatly diversified to 
classify and impartially measure them by 
fixed aud unyielding principles. 
“ There are few or no complaints from 
our patrons, who are well and cheaply 
served, and I need not add a word to the 
universal testimony of the past as to the 
prosperity and contentment sure to con­ 
tinue in the future under our present class­ 
ification. 
* 
* 
* 
* 
* 
“Apply the uniform classification prin­ 
ciple to other callings if you will, and take 
the press as an example. No two papers 
of the country enjoy the same patronage 
and circulation, and no two are burdened 
with tfie same character of expenses. Does 
anyone believe that this all-powerful agency 
would not double-lead its columns iu re­ 
sistance to a law compelling them, little 
and large, in city and hamlet, to adopt a 
uniform classification of prices, which the 
public might enjoy of that which the news­ 
papers have to sell, and further enforce 
upon them the requirement that thev 
should post their rates and classifications 
in a conspicuous place wherever their pa­ 
pers were for sale, the same as required of 
the roads for that which they have to sell 
—that is, transportation ? It might be con­ 
venient for the great army of business men 
and servants seeking places, who might de­ 
sire to purchase advertising space, to know 
that the public- classification and rates 
should be the same under all circumstances 
and in all places, but I submit that it would 
not be practicable, nor would it be right or 
fair to the papers.” 
Mr. Towne makes a detailed comparison 
between the cost of operating Eastern and 
Pacific coast lines, including coal prices, 
topography and other conditions. lie 
shows that at equal fuel prices with those 
of the Pennsylvania Railway the Southern 
Pacific Company’s operating expenses 
would have been decreased and its net 
earnings increased in the year 1887 fully 
$2,000,000. At the Chicago, Milwaukee and 
St. Paul’s fuel prices there would have been 
a difference in the same way of $1.800,000; 
at the Illinois Central prices, $2,300,000; at 
Chicago and Northwestern prices, $2,200,­ 
000, and at Lake Shore and Michigan 
Southern prices, $2,400,000, this difference 
being in favor of the Eastern lines in each 
case. Mr. Towne also says : 
“ Certainly no one would say that it was 
just to require us to adopt a classification 
which is applicable to these great lines, 
especially since the traffic per mile of road 
is on the Union Pacific 58.01 per cent, 
greater than on tfie Central Pacific 
Company’s lines; ou the Chicago and 
Northwestern, 8.83 per cent, greater; 
ou the Lake Shore and Michigan Southern, 
234.13 per cent., a::d on the New York Cen­ 
tral, 388.66 per cent. And, on the other 
hand, the cost of moving one ton of freight 
or one passenger (either or both) one mile 
on the Southern Pacific Company's lines 
(Pacific system) is 35 27 per cent, greater 
than on the Union Pacific; 42.66 per cent, 
greater than on the Chicago and North­ 
western, which carries practically the same 
amount of traffic; 98 88 per cent, greater 
than on the Lake Shore and Michigan 
Southern, and 54 62 per cent, greater than 
on the New York Central.” 
The General Manager then goes on to 
show other differences existing between 
the traffic conditions of Eastern roads and 
the Southern Pacific, and concludes with 
this statement: 
“ Uniformity of regulation without cor­ 
responding uniformity of condition will 
necessarily be a failure, since all regula­ 
tion should have reference to the condi­ 
tion which makes it necessary or advis­ 
able. Completely analogous’ conditions 
cannot exist over a widely extended terri­ 
torial area, existing under the same Gov­ 
ernment. Governmental regulation must 
therefore adopt itself by wise variation. 
* * * In conclusion I will add that our 
State has grown rich and prosperous un­ 
der the classification which was made 
necessary in consequence of the arbitrary 
and unreasonable low maximum for the 
higher classes of goods under which onr 
charters were granted ; and in view of this 
and other facts set forih, I am confident 
that these reasons will be sufficiently 
clear to convince your honorable Board 
that there should be no change, and I be- 
live that these arguments, founded on 
fact, will persuade you to hesitate before 
introducing such imporiant innovations.” 
The uniform classification matter is still 
under consideration by the Board, and it 
will probably not render a decision until 
afier its conference with the Interstate 
Commerce Commissioners in Washington.

Senator Stanford and the Chinese 
Problem—Bill to Relieve 
Wrecked Whalers.

H e D en ies th e S ta te m e n t M ade by a San 
F ra n c isco P a p er. 
W ashington, January 15th. — Senator 
Stanford said yesterday that his views on 
th e Chinese question were misrepresented 
in an interview w hich had recently ap­ 
peared in a San Francisco paper. 
In that 
interview he is m ade to express the belief 
that the Swift treaty provided a sufficient 
restriction upon Chinese im m igration. 
In 
an editorial in the same paper it is said 
th at he does not seem to think that any 
restriction a: all is really necessary in the 
interests of this country.’ Senator Stanford 
said to-day that he bad expressed no such 
sentim enttotheinterview er. W hat he did 
say was that he thought restriction was ab­ 
solutely necessary ior the interests oí the 
country, and that he thought the treaty 
negotiated by Secretary Bayard, which an­ 
nulled all the certificates issued, and also 
prohibited the return of all C hinan'en to 
this country except those who lefc behind 
a fam ily or $1,000, wa3 strong enough to 
keep these Chinese out of the country. 
Tue paper in its editorial asks what will 
happen when the senior Senator from Cal­ 
ifornia (Stanford) rises in his place and 
asks the Republicans to amend the Scott 
bill. 
Senator Stanford says he will rise for 
no such purpose; that he does not favor 
the repeal or modification of the Scott bill. 
H e says he was one of the first in the State 
to oppose the im m igration of Chinese, and 
has thought their presence a loss to the 
State to the extent of the am ount they 
send to China. H e thinks they are a most 
undesirable class, and is of the opinion 
that there is enough white labor in the 
country th a t would he glad te go to Cal­ 
ifornia to perform ail the work th a t will be 
needed there, and that the white popula­ 
tion will go there and supplant tue Chi­ 
nese as the latter gradually dim inish in 
num bers under the operatien of the Scott 
Exclusion Act, and that they will be a 
very much inore desirable class of people 
and more beneficial to the State thau the 
Chinese. 
The editorial states tha'. Senator Stauford 
is quite heretical enougi on the ( hiñese 
question to give his constituents the deep­ 
est cause for alarm . Senator Stauford says 
that since 1355 he has been opposed to the 
presence of Chinese iu California, and on 
every occasion has done all that he could 
to secure the enactm ent of a law restricting 
and prohibiting their coming to this coun­ 
try. 
H e assures hie constituents that they 
need feel no alarm that he will do anything 
to aid Chinese im m igration. H e says that 
he always has a n d e lways shall d o ’ull in 
his power to keep out of California en un- 
homogeneous clacs. 


m anufacture of distilled spirit* from other 
sources. 
The following is the form of the atneud- 
m ont w hich has been approved and will 
be presented to the Senate by Senator 
Stanford: 
“ Provided, that the tax to be levied and 
collected on all brandy made exclusively 
from grapes, on w hich the tax prescribed 
by’ law has not been paid on the first day of 
April, in the year 1889, shall be 5 cents per 
proof gallon, or wine gallon, when below 
proof, to be paid by the distiller, owner or 
person having possession thereof before 
removal from the distillery or special 
bonded warehouse.” 
Senator Stanford is desirous of abolish­ 
ing the tax on grape brandy altogether, but 
the experts in the Internal Revenue office 
ray that if this were done, the United 
States would have no jurisdiction over dis­ 
tilleries producing grape brandy. 
It is the tax that gives jurisdiction, and 
if the U nited States did not have supervi­ 
sion over the distilleries producing grape 
brandy, the whole internal revenue sys­ 
tem. so far as it relates to the production 
of distilled spirits, would be exposed to 
fraudulent practices. 
The sub-committee of the Finance Com­ 
m ittee having in charge the tariff bill has 
sgreed to give Senators Stanford and Stew­ 
art a hearing ou the question on W ednes­ 
day morning.

P re s id e n t’s M essage to C ongress R elativo 
to th e S am o an T ro u b le. 
W ashington, January 15th.—President 
Cleveland late this afternoon sent a message 
to Congress, accompanied by the report of 
the Secretary of State and the late corre­ 
spondence relative to Samoan affairs. The 
correspondence, accompanied by the mes­ 
sage, will not be laid before the Senate u n ­ 
til to-morrow. In his message the Presi­ 
dent alludes to the fact that iu A pril and 
December of last year he informed Con­ 
gress respecting the troubles brewing on 
the islands. H e says that in the m idst of 
the disturbances which have arisen in Sa­ 
moa, the Government has exercised such 
powers as were within executive control 
and which accord with the national policy 
and tradit ons, to restore tranquillity- and 
insure sat-ty to American citizens. 
After 
saying that though by negotiations and 
a . -ement with Great Britain and Germany 
an attem pt has been made to defiue more 
clearly the part which these three-powers 
should assume iu the government of that 
country, and preservation of its autonom y, 
th e ‘President says: ’ These negotiations 
w ere at one tim e interrupted by such action 
on tbe part of the German Government as 
appeared inconsistent with their -further 
continuance.

W illiam O'Brien appeared before the 
Commission under citation.

that he accepted the responsibility fur the 
article in the United Ireland for which he 
j was sum moned. H e denied that ho in ­ 
tended any disrespect to the Court and 
declaimed any im putation that the Judges 
were not doing their duty. Tbe Court 
reserved judgm ent. 
O'Brien said that be did not assume to 
question his Lordship's rulings, but urged 
that he had a right tocom m ent upon the 
scandalous evidence being given before the 
Commission.

N ew Y o rk, January 15th.—The death of 
H enry M. Borst, of Plainfield. N. J., in a 
railroad accident at Pueblo, Col., reveals a 
history of a double life which society cir­ 
cles in Plainfield are eagerly discussing. 
Borst went west a few weeks ago to take a 
position cn the Denver and Rio Grande 
Railroad. H is body was shipped by the 
Pueblo Lodge of the K nights of Pythias to 
Wellsboro, Pennsylvania, he being a m em ­ 
ber of Perseverance Lodge of that place 
Before his departure Borst bad paid marked 
attention to Miss Grace Randolph, the 
daughter of a shoe dealer of Plainfield, who 
was prostrated with grief when she heard 
of Borst’s death. 
Á sensation was caused

learned 
that Borst had a young widow living in 
Little Fails, N. Y., supporting herself by 
working iu a mill. The news was revealed 
by an investigation on foot by the lodge 
officers to find out the proper persons to 
pay the insurance due the relatives of 
Borst. The widow showed that she had 
been m arried against her parents’ consent, 
that Borst had deceived tier by represent­ 
ing him self to be a man of position and 
wealth, and that they had lived together 
secretly, Borst never introducing her as 
bis wife.
